Walker Inaugurated, Promises 'People Government9

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. — Standing be- 


fore the itatue of Abraham Lincoln at 
the cut entrance of the state Capitol, 
Gov. Daniel Walker of Dcerfleld yester- 
day promised the people of Illinois a new 
era of government of the people, by the 
people and for the people. 


In a 20-mlnute Inaugural address, the 


new governor elicited his most enthusias- 
tic applause when he pronounced: 


"To those who have grown rich on the 


public dollar, to those who have won se- 


cret grants and contracts, to those in 
government who put themselves first and 
the taxpayers second — to you I bring 
my first message from the people of Illi- 
nois: the free ride is over." 


WALKER declared that he would use 


his new executive power as governor of 
Illinois, without awaiting legislative ac- 
tion, to end practices which he considers 
detrimental to the interest of the people. 


Only twice at other times did the in- 


augural audience, estimated at some 
10,000 persons, interrupt the new gover- 
nor's remarks. 


Both times their response was 


prompted by anti-government remarks. 


After referring to what he called "loss 


of faith" because of dependence on bu- 
reaucrats and politicians, Walker de- 
clared, "Let governent step back, let 
people step forward." That statement 
brought the first display of emotion from 
the crowd. 


The audience was again moved to ap- 


plause when Walker declared, "My deep- 
est resolve as governor of Illinois will be 
to sweep the arrogance of bureaucracy 
from the halls of power, to let the voice 


of people be beard once again." 


In order to carry out this program, 


Walker again promised to hold periodic 
"accountability sessions" throughout the 
state at which all citizens may have ac- 
cess to him and key members of bis ad- 
ministration. 


WALKER WAS inaugurated In the first 


outdoor ceremony in the state's history. 
Joining him on the platform were three 
former governors — Democrats William 
G. Stratton and Samuel S. Shapiro, and 
Walker's immediate predecessor, Re- 
publican Richard B. OgHvie. 


Other luminaries on the platform in- 


cluded Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
referred to in introductory remarks by 
every speaker except Walker, and U. S. 
Sen. Adlal Stevenson. Conspicuously ab- 
sent from the inaugural ceremonies were 
Republican U. S. Sen. Charles H. Percy 
and outgoing Lt Gov. Paul Simon, whom 
Walker defeated for the Democratic 
nomination for governor. 


The outdoor ceremony apparently ful- 


filled the hopes of Walker aides for a

Police credit Mrs. Su- 
san Clancy, 182 Rosedalo Ln., for con- 
tributing the life saving effort by admin- 
istering mouth to mouth resuscitation to 
the young girl.

Sho was rushed unconscious to North- 


west Community Hospital, Arlington 
Heights. 


A hospital spokesman sold the child 


would bo admitted for treatment, adding, 
she was apparently In shock. He de- 
scribed her condition as being "not 
serious."

A problem arises within the family and 


someone is needed to look after younger 
children, or provide transportation to the 
hospital, or cook a quick meal. To whom 
do you turn? 


If relatives or neighbors are not avail- 


able, the quickest solution to the di- 
lemma might be to contact a FISH. 


A FISH, not the kind with gills, Is a 


member of one of the newest community 
service organizations in the Hoffman Es- 
tates-Schaumburg area. The group's ser- 
vice is as near as the phone, according to 
Karen Murphy, one of the group's organ- 
izers. 


"Just call 8944044, and we will try to 


be of service," Mrs. Murphy said. 


FISH is an organization of neighbors 


Jielplng, neighbors, Mrs. Murphy said. 
'The group's name'Is-derlvcd-from the 


Greek word "Ichthus" which was a sym- 
bol and password of the early Christian 
Church. 


THE ORGANIZATION, which was a 


year in planning, has been operating 
since early December. Mrs. Murphy said 
there have been between 30 and 40 calls 
for assistance in that time. 


"Most of the requests have been for 


b a b y s i t t i n g or transportation," she 
added. The group offers to provide trans- 
portation, babysitting", house cleaning, or 
meal preparation for persons who find 
themselves in emergency situations and 
cannot obtain help from relatives or 
friends. Organizers stress that the ser- 
vice is not meant for persons who simply 
want to avoid a cab fare or paying a 
babysitter. 


Mrs. Murphy said the group has about 


125 volunteers who offer their services. 
The phone line used by the group is man- 
ned 24 hours a day. 


"If we find ourselves involved in some- 


thing, like counseling that requires a pro- 
fessional we will always refer the caller 
to the best agency," she added. 


Volunteers like Mrs. Josle Smith of 


Hoffman Estates and Mrs. Barbara Saa- 
thoff of Schaumburg both said their in- 
itial encounters with persons needing 
helping have been rewarding. 


"YOU REALLY get a feeling of satis- 


faction when you know that you are help- 
ing someone who needs the assistance," 
Mrs. Smith added. 


FISH relies on donations from church 


groups and businesses to meet its ex- 
penses, Mrs. Murphy explained.

A convicted murderer who had es- 


caped from SUtcvllle prison in JoUet by 
hiding in a delivery truck was captured 
two hours later yesterday In Des Plaines. 


Walter McCalvIn, serving 75 to US 


years for murder and eight consecutive 
15 to 30 year terms (or armed robbery, 
was apprehended during a manhunt by 
Patrolman Ronald Adams as McCalvIn 
was running toward the Northwest Toll- 
way cast of Mount Prospect Road. 


According to police, McCalvIn was one 


of several Inmates who helped unload the 
delivery truck at the Illinois State Prison 


general store in Joliet. 


POLICE SAID after the truck was emp. 


tied McCalvIn Jumped in the rear of the 
semi-trailer and hid beneath a stack of 
pallets. 


According to the truck driver, Albert 


W. Stiles, 43, of East Peoria, two guards 
at the state prison checked the inside of 
the truck before it left the prison com- 
pound but missed the convict, who 
apparently had hidden under some load- 
ing pallets.

Stiles arrived at the next stop on his 


route, Bakcllne Products, 1701 Winthrop, 
DCS Plaines, about 12:50 p.m. When ho 


opened the rear door, McCalviu jumped 
out of the truck and forced him inside. 


McCalvin then locked the door, and 


fled on foot 


STILES SAID he yelled for help and 


was let out of the truck by a loading 
dock worker. 


McCalvin was caught by Adams 20 


minutes later about a quarter mile from 
Bakellne-Products. 


Adams told the Herald he was driving 


northbound on Mount Prospect Road 
south of the Chicago & North Western 
Railway outer belt tracks when he saw 
McCalvin walking on the railroad tracks.

Blood Reserve Reported Dwindling 


by LYNN ASINOF 


While the serious blood shortage affect- 


ing metropolitan Chicago has not yet hit 
the Northwest suburbs, area hospitals 
are reporting a general depletion of their 
blood reserves. The hospitals, however, 
have not yet had to limit the use of their 
blood to emergencies. 


Jack Ryon, a spokesman for Northwest 


Community Hospital in Arlinton Heights, 
said that the Northwest suburbs are usual 
ly considered a blood supply area .He 
said it is therefore normal that the down- 
town "consumer" area would show 
shortages first. 


According to Roger Sullivan, director 


of the Beverly Blood Bank, the blood 
banks are the first places to feel the im- 
pact of a blood shortage. Sullivan said 
that Monday morning Beverly did not 
have one pint of blood in its reserves. 


"We feel it first, and then the hospitals 


pick it up," he said. "It's sort of like a 
chain reaction. As it's felt in the city, it 
will move to the suburban area next. 
Once our inventories are depleted, then 
hospital supplies will be in a dangerous 
position within the next few days." 
' 


Robert Kilbrlde, spokesman for the 


Mid-America Chapter of the American 
Red Cross, called the shortage "pre- 
dictable and predicted." He said the ma- 
jor cause of the shortage was the nfiw 
law barring the use of paid blood donors.

around the Christmas and New Year 
holidays." He said blood is usable for 
only 21 days and that it is now approxi- 
mately 21 days since the beginning of the 
holiday season. 


According to Sullivan, blood shortages 


have occurred In January before. "It's 
more pronounced now because we're op- 
crating on a 100 per cent volunteer 
basis," he said. He explained that while 
volunteer donations have increased, they 
have not been sufficient to handle the de- 
mand. 


Sullivan said the first effect of a blood 


shortage is the cancellation of elective 
surgery because of its drain on the blood 
supply. While several Chicago hospitals 
have postponed nonemergency surgery, 
none of the Northwest suburban hospitals 
has been forced to do so. 


The hospitals are, however, seeking do- 


nors to increase their blood reserves. 
Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines said 
they are specifically looking for donors 
with type A-negative blood. 


Alexlan Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village reported that several 
persons hearing about the shortage in 
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Chicago made appointments yesterday to 
donate blood. The hospitals asked that 
persons wishing to donate call to make 
appointments. 


BLOOD BANKS servicing the North- 


west suburbs expect upcoming blood 
drives to replenish their reserves. A 
spokesman for the North Suburban Blood 


Bank said their first drive is scheduled 
for Thursday. He said the bank is cur- 
rently able to fill all of its orders for 
blood, but does not have any extra to 
send to Chicago hospitals. 


Other blood drives are scheduled for

Although these dealer representatives 


agree with oil Industry experts that the 
shortage of all petroleum products is be- 
coming more severe, In the Midwest, the 
prediction of higher pump prices is not 
universal. Expecting SO cents for regular 
Kuiollne U "a lot of baloney," the oil in- 
dustry people contend. They add that 
Phase II regulations wilt keep the lid on 
prices. 


"I believe Chicago area motorists will 


Ix: paying SO cents a gallon for (regular) 
gasoline In the next 30 to 00 days," said 
Robert Jacobs, executive director of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers Association. 
"Hut the retailer has never had anything 


pressure for higher pump prices, accord- 
leg to Jacobs. "We've bad some dealers 
run out of supplies," he said. The associ- 
ation asks its dealers to call in for help if 
they are cut off by their jobber (sup- 
plier). 


As of this week the dealer group is 


able to gain partial.supplies for dealers 
cut off by their suppliers. Jacobs be- 
lieves the critical period within the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area will occur within 
four to six weeks, however, as the short- 
age in gas becomes more widespread. 


"It's the same crisis.as in the heating 


oil business" he continued. "Since fuel oil 
is in critically short supply, the refi- 
neries are turning out added supplies of 
heating oil and in turn producing less 
gasoline. 


"We have no control over our destiny 


when it comes bo prices. No matter what 


price they pay, motorists should be 
grateful for the supply," he added. 


JACOBS SAID new autos generally get 


less mileage per gallon as a result of 
pollution control systems added on late 
models. This is increasing gasoline con- 
sumption at a period when the supply is 
short.

E. G. Albano, executive officer of the 


Gasoline Retailers Association of Metro- 
politan Chicago, seconds the prediction 
that prices will rise significantly as a re- 
sult of tight supply. Pump prices finally 
made it up to "normal" levels, he said, 
at 40.9 cents a gallon for regular gasoline 
in many areas.

Area Residents Buy Flood Policies

James Rcichardt, of the Illinois De- 


partment of Local Governmental Affairs, 
directing the program, said "there has 
been root growth" in the program's use. 
Purchases of the policy arc "really be- 
ginning to pick up," he added. 


Under the federal subsidy, a home- 


owner can purchase up to $17,500 of 
home coverage for between $60 and $70, 
said Charles Drazelton, an agent for 
Stale Farm Fire and Casualty Co., ser- 
vice representative for this area. Without 
federal subsidies, said Rcichardt, the In- 
surance would cost 10 times that much, 
since tho subsidy Is 00 per cent of the ' 
premium cost. .' 
^ • 


More Important, said Rcichardt, Is the , 


fact flood insurance cannot be legally re- 
fused in an area approved for the federal. 
program. Homeowners with an experi- 
ence of flooding three or four times a 
year likely could not find a company 
willing to sell them flood Insurance, with- 
out tho federal subsidies, said Rcichardt. 
With them, the homeowner can purchase 
the Insurance and collect on claims ev- 
ery time ho is flooded. 


The program also provides for up to 


$5,000 Insurance on the contents of a 
home, and this provision is available to 
home or apartment renters, as well as to 
homeowners, said Brazelton. 


ALTHOUGH THE insurance Is avail- 


able In most Northwest suburban com- 
munities, a few still have not applied. 
Rolling Meadows, Inverness, tho Har- 
rington communities, Strcamwood and 
Bnrtlctt do not yet participate. Also, 
while Cook County has applied for ac- 
ceptance in the program, it has not yet 
been approved, said Rcichardt. The 
county application was incomplete, and 
county officials still must complefe "a 
couple of the necessary steps," he said. 
Until the county Is approved, residents of 
unincorporated areas cannot purchase 
the insurance at subsidized rates. 


Noting "it takes a while for something 


like this to get. off-the,-ground," 
Rcichardt said he was ."not discouraged" 
by th,e number of policies wh'ich have 
been purchased. "The most important 
thing at this point in an eligible commu- 
nity is It's just a matter of the Individual 
homeowner deciding whether to buy it. 
It's an individual people decision — the 
local governments have taken the neces- 
sary steps. They've taken the action nec- 
essary to make It available to the 
people," Rcichardt said. 


A homeowner may purchase tho Insur- 


ance anytime after the community has 
been approved for the subsidy, as long as 
the community renews its eligibility each 
year, Rcichardt said. Brazelton pointed 
out persons buying within the first 30 
days after a community is approved can 
receive Immediate coverage.'After the 30 
days, there Is a 15-day waiting period be- 
tween receipt of the policy and the time 
coverage starts, he said. The only com- 
munity in the area approved less than 30 
days ago is Wheeling, which officially 
qualified as of Dec. 15. 


IN ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, the first 


community in the area to qualify, 107 
policies had been sold as of Dec. 1,1972, 
Brazelton said. Arlington Heights home- 
owners became eligible to purchase the 
policies in January, 1972. 


Also as of last Dec. 1, Palatine resi- 


dents had purchased 34 policies, Mount 
Prospect residents had purchased seven, 
DCS Plalnes homeowners had bought 
four, Schaumburg residents had pur- 
chased three and Elk Grove Village resi- 
dents had bought two policies. 


In Hoffman Estates and Buffalo Grove, 


no policies had been purchased, although 
residents were eligible to buy them. 


Brazelton said sales the month pre- 


viously had been considerably lower, and 
estimated totals might be twice as high 
as of today. He also pointed out Wheeling 
residents were listed as not having pur-

Enthusiastic Crowd Hails Walker

SPRINGFIELD — Even In the quiet 


hours before the ceremony Inaugurating 
Daniel Walker u Illinois' Mth governor, 
there was In Springfield an atmosphere 
of restrained but genuine anticipation. 


Motels had been reserved for this day 


months In advance and a motorist could 
memorize the city after numerous times 
driving around trying to find a place to 
park. 


The noon event was to lake place out- 


doors for the first time at Walker's 
request and except for a 20-dcgree chill, 
the weather cooperated with the now 
governor by providing an almost cloud- 
lew sky. 


Near the Capitol, the crowds began as- 


sembling for the ceremony early. Seats 
had been provided on either side of the 
podium for several hundred persons but 
were used only sparingly as the several 
thousand observers chose Instead to 
stand on the Capitol lawns and the high- 
er grounds of the Supremo Court building 
across Capitol Avenue.

SOME SPECTATORS lined the Su- 


preme Court Building in an effort to 


shield themselves from the biting winds. 
But as always there were those youthful 
enterprising few who climbed trees and 
utility poles for a better view. 


From 10:30 a.m. the crowd had begun 


to wait. Some of the wealthier set dressed 
In furs, others clad themselves simply in 
wool coats and caps. 


Among those on the lawn of the build- 


Ing was a farmer from Nashville, HI 
with his light brown donkey named Ma- 
belllna. The two-year-old donkey was a 
symbolic gift to the maverick Democrat- 
ic governor. Flung across the animal's 
back was a burlap sign with a simple 
message: "Best Wishes Governor Walk- 
er." 


For a time Mabelllna was the center of 


attention, and television cameras and In- 
terviewers focused on her even before 
the Interviews moments later with newly 
sworn in Attorney General William Scott 
and Comptroller George Lindberg. 


THE CROWD continued to grow as 


.noon approached and the band from 
Deerfleld High School began a medley 
for their favorite son. Then at precisely 
noon, a procession emerged from the 
Capitol.

The board in 1971 set down a S 5 per 


cent limit on the amount wages can be 
Increased each year, but none of the 
salary boosts approved Saturday by the 
Illinois Legislature and enacted by Gov. 
Richard B. Ogilvlo Is at or below the 5.5 
per cent level 


The 6.2 per cent Increase for Illinois' 


seven state Supreme Court justices 
comes closest. The percentages range all 
the way up to 50 for the lieutenant gover- 
nor. 


Pay board and Internal Revenue Ser- 


vice spokesmen said last week Illinois 
must advise the board It has approved 
wage Increases for state officials that ex- 
ceed the 5.5 per cent figure.. 


IF THE PAY board finds the wage In- 


creases violate Its rules — which hap- 
pened recently In Missouri — It can or- 
der the state to cut the increases back to 
5 5 per cent 


Illinois legislative leaders have been 


assuming only Atty. Gen. William J. 
Scott among the state officers might be 
subject to the 8* per cent regulation 
since he Is Uw only statewide officer who 
ran for reelection to U« office he held.

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In A Ghetto School 
'Survival Is THE Word9

NEW YORK - Junior High 33 in the 


Bedford-Stuyvesant Mctlon of Brooklyn 
li not the little red schoolhouic. It is • 
combustion chamber of double-locked 
doon, caged windows, policemen on 
duty, itudenU who conceal straight ra- 
zors In their pencil pockets — and teach- 
ers who are employed in fear. 


So It is that Jeffrey Zahler, a 25-year- 


old mathematics instructor, wajcs into a 
hallway argument here and finds himself 
very much a part of the quarrel. Two 14- 
year-old girls are brawling. A crowd 
gathers for the spectacle. When teacher 
Zahler moves to break it up, somebody 
yells "Lot 'em fight," somebody else 
starts to push and shove, and'Zahler 
winds up with a 2H-lnch stab wound in 
the leg. 


The Incident elsewhere—In 
places 


where schools are named after presi- 
dents and students use knives only in 
biology dissections — would be cause for 
outrage and Investigation. But here in 
the urban center, the ghetto vanity, vio- 
lence has become so routine that another 
stabbing, or rape, or whatever, passes 
without a note. 


Says Jeff Zahler, bitterly: "It's all port 


of the, uh, Job." 


UH. INDEED it is. In New York City 


schools during one year, 1971, there were • 
nearly 600 reported cases of criminal vio- 
lence, 197 arrests. Zahler says there are 
"two or three" incidents every day at 
Junior High 33 alone. Cltywido, women 
teachers are molested, classrooms rob- 
bed at gunpoint and both teachers and 
students wind up bleeding In hospital 
wards. 


New York schools, moreover, arc not 


unique in this respect. The growth of stu- 
dent gangs In Los Angeles has caused 
some teachers to carry (Illegally) self- 
protection" pistols. Teachers In some 
sections of Chicago report that they have 
formed car pools because "we're afraid 
to come and go alone." In Newark, N.J., 
a first-year administrator says: "I used 
to have all the Idealism In the world. Bui 
three months in this Job and I'm on ani- 
mal like everybody else. I don't mind 
saying that I try to stay away from stu- 
dents as much as possible. Survival is . 
the word." 


Survival? Among teenage kids? The 


word may be an exaggeration, but the 
nervousness behind it is not "Many 
coro-clty (cachers today ore afraid to go 
to work," says a spokesman for New 
York's United Federation of Teachers. 
"Now maybe they don't get murdered — 
but they get beat up, they get robbed, 
they are threatened. These ore educo- • 
tors, not cops, not soldiers. I tell you It's 
hell in schools today."* , 


JUNIOR HIGH 35, for example. Lo- 


cated square in the slum, it has been 
described as a "functioning disaster 
&rca." Actually, it's not all that bad. In 
fact it's ono of the better, even safer, 
and, well, smarter schools in tho Bed- 
ford-Sluyvcsont district. 


"Kids here aren't so much on dope 


yet," says teacher Zahler. Also, they 
don't carry around firearms to tho extent 
students do In other schools. Finally, 
soys Zahler: "About 24 per cent of our 
1.800 students are on or above the nor- 
mal reading level for their grade. That's 
pretty good In this area. We may have a 
dozen kids functionally illiterate - but 
ngaln, that's not bad tor tho neighbor- 
hood." 


Yet being tho beat of a low lot is no 


cause for llghlhcartedncss at Junior High 
33. The difference In the degree of crimi- 
nal potential is slight. Guards at the 
school entrance sign everybody In and ' 
out, a huge city policeman patrols the 
hnlls, teachers often lock their doors dur- 
ing class — still there is danger: The 
track coach, as illustration, has asked 
permission to run his boys in the third 
door hallways because it's not safe to let 
them condition themselves outdoors. 


A teacher Is thrown down a flight of 


stairs. A woman in a rabbit coat is ap- 
proached by kids wanting to "feel your 
fur, 
baby." Shakedowns. Extortions. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Would it be possible 


for you to tell me the effect water pills 
will haye on one's general health. I re- 
tain, water. My left leg and both ankles 
swell badly. I have lost 23 pounds, and 
my body also is retaining water. I'take 
water pills and alternate them with a 
supplement of potassium. 


My family says it will make a mental 


case but of me and kill me. They think 
the doctor should know or find out why I 
retain water. My kidneys and heart are 
fine. Is there any other test I should 
have? 


I am 47 years old and going through 


'the change. I also take medication for 
this. Perhaps I should not expect you to 
comment or help, but I hate the idea of 
changing doctors, and they are really 
putting pressure on me to do so. ' 


. Dear Reader—I suspect your doctor al- 
ready knows why you retain fluid. ft's 
fairly common during the change to have 
this problem, and the hormones some- 
times given to help women through this 
period of life cause the body to retain 
salt (sodium) which in turn causes the 
body to retain water. 


Your doctor also knows, apparently 


from your statement, that your kidneys 


and heart are fine, which would be two 
of the serious problems that might cause 
fluid retention.; He undoubtedly also- 
knows from his examinations of you that 
your liver is functioning normally which, 
might also be a consideration. - 


It sounds to me like your doctor knows 


what he is doing and merely changing 
doctors wouldn't really help. Ask your 
doctor why you retain fluid and see If he 
tells you it is because of the change of 
life and the treatment If you are wor- 
ried about the rest of your health, you- 
should ask him. He may well think that 
you already know this K a common prob- 
lem with the change of life. .

HERE IS AN item that ought to be of 


Interest to all of you people who; have 
arthritis involving the hands. A specialist 
in arthritis, Dr. George E. Ehrlich of 
Philadelphia,,and a collaborator, Dr. Al- 
fred M. DiPiero, were intrigued by a 
patient's report that if she wore stretch 
gloves tojbed at night it prevented the 
morning'stiffness that she had expert- 


' enced.

They devised'a test using two types of. 


gloves nylon knit gloves or Spandex and 
nylon gloves. Almost,all of the patients 


using these had a significant decrease in 
morning stiffness. The doctors say they 
don't know why it works. It's apparently 
more than just a question of beat since 
wearing cotton gloves didn't do the same 
thing. 


This last item interested me because 


' many of the readers who have had kg 
cramps reported to me a year ago that 
they received a lot of benefit by wearing 
warm stockings to bed or using heat with 
a warm blanket or other devices that de- 
pended on keeping .their feet warm dur- 
ing the night In any case, this is good 
news and it's such a simple thing that 
it's worth trying. 


I'd be interested in knowing how many 


readers with morning stiffness of the 
hands from arthritis get relief from 
wearing stretch gloves to bed at night, so 
I would like to hear from all of you who 
try this procedure. If you write about it, 
let me know whether you used the nylon 
' knit gloves or the Spandex and nylon 
' gloves. If some of you try cotton gloves 


•to sec if just keeping the hands warm 
helps, I'd like to hear about that too.

Kids threaten to "light" (hit) their in- 
structors at 3:15. Says Zahler: "Recently • 
a tape recorder was stolen from a wom- 
an teacher. She was told by students she 
could have it back for $25 or a 'little 
sugar' (sex). She notified the principal 
and everybody talked the matter over. 
Finally, she got the tape recorder back 
— for $15 Instead of $25." 


THE SITUATION has - resulted in 


breakdown for all sides. Tho students 
(who arc the chief victims of school vio- 
lence) fail to learn; teacher Zahler says 
only 35-50 per cent of his homework as- 
signments are completed. And the teach- 
ers fall to teach; the annual turnover 
rate at Junior High 35 is as high as 30 
per cent, absenteeism runs 12 to 20 a . 
day. ("Everybody, but everybody, takes 
their allotted 10-day sick leave"), and 
even when the classes are In. progress 
the curriculum is altered for expedience 
sake. 


What can be done? The suggestion box 


is open. Police guards don't work (tho 
teacher lounge, where the cops rest, is 
vandalized regularly). Normal authority ., 
is ineffective ("If you tell them to sit 
down, they stand up, if you say stand up 
they sit down"). Seeking parental help Is 
too often a joke: "I brought in one fa- 
ther," says Jeff Zahler, "and he sat 
there telling me how hard he tried,' but • 
whatever could he do? It was pathetic. 
The man was so drunk he could hardly 
talk.". 


Occasionally, teachers here and else- 


where take the solution'into their own 
hands. The other day a Junior High 35 
instructor became so frustrated with one 
girl interrupting his class, he slapped her 
on the arm. But that doesn't work either. 
The girl's mother complained.and the In- 
structor now faces tho loss of his job. 
Violence in this respect, teacher to pupil, 
is still cause for outrage in city schools.

PHOENIX, Ariz. - It all started as a 


gag — the night a bunch of us were sit- 
ting around the Clown's Den at the Ari- 
zona Manor Hotel. 


"Hey — why don't we go searching for 


lost gold tomorrow?" suggested Joe,' 
from Ohio, who had been spending the 
afternoon by the pool reading about Ja- 
cob Walz and his "Lost Dutchman" 
mine. 
• '. 


"Did you know this state has more hid- 


den treasure than Florida has coco- 
nuts?" persisted our friend. . 


It's true — ghost gold bonanzas — once 


found but lost again — are all over Ari- • 
zona. There's the Lost Pegleg, Lost Six- 
s h o o t e r , Lost • Virgin, Lost Stage- 
coach ... and, of course, the famous, 
fabled Lost Dutchman mine in the Super- 
stition Mountains. 


The rugged mountains were named by 


ancient Plma Indians. They jut sharply 
from the desert some 35 miles east of 
Phoenix. Near the mightiest of them — 
5,053-foot Superstition Mountain — is the 
start of the dramatic Apache Trail (State ' 
Rte. 88) that follows an old Apache-pio- 
neer trail through and around the range. 


ARIZONA natives — who ought to 


know — will look you straight in the eye 
and insist: "There's a lot of bandit loot 
hidden in these hills." 


Well, we were game. We had wanted to' 


sec the famous Apache Trail anyway. 


Early the next morning — after a 


hearty ranch-style breakfast — seven of 
us piled into a car for a pleasant hour's 
drive to Superstition Inn, at Apache 
Junction. 


Here we stopped at Superstition Moun- 


tain Trail Rides stables where we sad- 
dled up to ride into the mysterious Su- 
perstition Mountains — undoubtedly one 
of the most starkly beautiful areas in 
Arizona. 


Histories, fiction, movies and television 


have all recounted tales of the "Lost 
Dutchman Gold Mine," said to have been 
one of the most fabulous lodes ever found 
and still very rich — if it can be redisco- 
vered 1 


IT WAS more than 100 years ago that 


Don Miguel Peralta came from Sonora, 
Mexico, and found a tremendously rich 
gold mine in Superstition Mountain. Be- 
fore he and his men could take the ore. 
out, Apache Indians massacred the lot of 
them. 


For 30 years the mine lay unknown. 


Then' by sheer chance one day Jacob 
Walz, the "Dutchman," came upon it. He 
brought out a sack of the golden ore and 
waved It around the streets of Phoenix. 


The hapless Walz, who murdered eight 


men who tried to follow, him, died with- 
out revealing the exact location of his 
mine. 


All kinds of stories have popped up 


since then — and you' can't spend time in 
the Phoenix area without hearing them.

Referenda: 
Use With Care 


Every time we turn around these 


days, there's a referendum staring 
us in the face. 


If it isn't a park district seeking 


to build a multi-million dollar facil- 
ity, it's a school district trying to 
raise its tax rate or wanting to 
build another school. 


Eventually, the distinctions be- 


tween taxing bodies tend to dis-' 
solve into grayncss in our minds. 
The recreation building we voted 
on last week begins to sound like 
the junior high school we're voting 
on next week. Faced by mounting 
tax bills, we often tend to vote 
down everything in sight that 
smells of more taxes. 


Public officials are just as aware 


as you ore about the threat of a 
referendum "overload," and that's 
one reason the distant possibility of 
a new taxing body — the Arlington 
Heights village administration — 
seeking passage of another refer- 
endum disturbs us. 


Arlington Heights officials are 


concerned about installing flood 
control projects along McDonald 
Creek in northern and eastern Ar- 
lington Heights. A private engi- 
neering firm, R. J. Peterson and 
Associates, has proposed the proj- 
e c t s to reduce the village's 
seemingly endless flooding prob- 
lems. 


The village government could 


sell general obligation or revenue 
bonds to pay for the improve- 
ments. However, the village ex- 
pects the projects to cost more 
than the $3 million or $1 million, 


top limits on the village's ability to 
sell either type of bond. 


So, it appears that Arlington 


Heights would have to seek — 
guess what — a referendum to per- 
mit the sale of general obligation 
bonds if the /projects are to cost 
more than $3 million./ 


We believe the voters should not 


be asked to support or reject sale 
of bonds for this project. It's the 
village's responsibility to budget 
funds in such a way that revenue' 
will take care of such threats to life 
and property. 


It could be argued that the size 


and urgency of the McDonald 
Creek project demand the quick 
sale of bonds. However, village 
government has a greater respon- 
sibility to budget, year after year, 
just so it can afford such projects. 


If an annual flooding threat has 


. existed from McDonald Creek, then 
.plans and financing should have • 
proceeded for such a project. 


The alternative to planning 


ahead is to face one referendum 
after another in support of this or 
that village project; the taxpayers, 
rather than village government, 
will be making the decisions, and it 
seems the buck would be passed 
away from our duly appointed pub- 
lic officials in this matter. 


We realize that a referendum is 


only one of many possible ways to 
raise money to battle flooding in 
Arlington Heights. We encourage 
the Arlington Heights administra- 
tion to seek other approaches.

COPENHAGEN - In 20 years' time 


the employes may own SO per cent of all 
equity capital In Danish companies If a 
proposal from the Social Democratic mi- 
nority government becomes law. The 
government believes that Its proposal 
would Inaugurate a new era of "econom- 
ic democracy." 


The central point of the proposal is to 


give the workers — nnd salaried staff — 
a share In the increase in the value of 
the capital which they, by their labor, 
help to create. 


This situation would bo introduced by 


legislation forcing employers to hand 
over a percentage of the wage bill to a 
"Wage-Earner Dividend and Investment 
Fund," which would bo controlled by 
representatives of the labor organiza- 
tions and a minority of government ap- 
pointees. 


IN LIMITED companies, two-thirds of 


the employer contribution would remain 
tied In the firm as employe equity capi- 
tal, and the employes would acquire vot- 
ing rights at company meetings In accor- 
dance with their share of the equity. 


It Is a far-reaching proposal, regarded 


by some as nothing short of revolution- 
ary. On paper the scheme appears to be 
In many ways a brilliant exercise'in 
democratic socialism. It would help to 
redistribute Income In favor of the work- 
en, give workers a major Influence on 
the operations of their place of work, and 
at the same time Increase the country's 


Creativity Urged 
For Business Letters 


The traditional business letter has be- 


come colorless, Impersonal form of com- 
munication, according to Wllbcrt E. 
Schccr in a report from tho Dartncll In- 
stitute of Dullness Research. 


Schccr says that much of the standard 


business letter paraphernalia has be- 
come meaningless ami mechanical — the 
inlutatton, tho complimentary close, the 
Inside address and the like. "What's 
locking 
Li a little creativity,"- said 


Schccr. "Writers of business letters, to 
be effective, must remember that the 
value of a letter lies in its personal 
warmth. Your letter should be as warm 
as your handshake. Your letter Is really 
you. calling by mail." 


Schccr suggests that part of the prob- 


lem can be solved by adapting new 
streamlined business letter 
formats 


which eliminate the mechanical cliches. 
But more Important, the letter writer 
should dictate his letter — eliminating 
stock phrases and other lazy expressions 
— ns If the reader were right In the 
room. 


savings level to provide industry with the 
Investment capital, which It desperately 
needs. 


But critics of the proposal fear that It 


will scare away foreign investment — an 
Important point, as about one-third of the. 
new investment in Danish industry in re- 
cent years has come from foreign in- 
vestors. 


SOME BUSINESSMEN also are con- 


vinccd that it would strangle all in- 
novation In industry. A director of the 
Federation of Industries, Ove Munch, 
calls the proposal an abortion law for 
business. Ho argues that no one will set 
up a new firm if he knows that within a 
year or two the employes will gain a SO 
per cent equity holding — or at least 
they will not set up in Denmark. 


Economists have worked out that it 


would take between 15 and 20 years for 
the employes to accumulate a 50 per cent 
shore In the equity of most companies, 
depending on the type and structure of 
the company concerned. 


The government has proposed that 


there should be a celling of 50 per cent of 
the equity that tho employes can acquire 
through tho scheme. A detail which has 
not been clarified is whether there will 
be anything to stop the employes from 
buying the additional one per cent giving 
them absolute control. 


Tho scheme was worked out by a com- 


mittee of the Trades Union Con- 
federation, with Finance Minister Henry 
Grnunbaum the driving force behind it.

NEW YORK (NBA) - "It's hard, real- 


ty, to bo me," sold Vlnce Lombardl Jr. 
"Father Is with mo all the time — con- 
stantly. People miss him. People always 
remind you of that. But under no circum- 
stances do I try to bo his carbon copy. 
I'm a product of my generation, he was 
a product of his. My philosophy is differ- 
ent from his."

"I guess parents always say that they 


will bring up their children different 
from their parents," said Lombard!. "So 
did I. For one tiling, I was not going to 
be as physical with my kids as father 
was with me, not as strict He was not 
one to spore the rod." — Lombardl 
laughed. — "Where did he hit me? Any- 
where he could catch mo. 


"But I find myself saying some of the 


same things to my kids — 'If I get hold 
of you you won't sit down for a week!' 


"The thing he emphasized most was 


schoolwork. If I fell down In grades he 
wouldn't let me out of .the house until the • 
next marketing period. I bad nothing to 
except study. But I remember one time I 
was a sophomore in high school, when 
we still lived In New Jersey. I got thrown 
out of school for a day, for a very, minor 
matter. I was told to bring my father 
and mother to sco the principal the next 
day. 
< 


"I was really In trepidation, waiting 


for my father to come home. "When I 
told him what happened, he didn't say 
'boo.' I was steeling myself for the 
worst But he knew that I felt bad • 
enough, so he didn't have to soy any- 
thing. He had a great sense of timing. 
Though I with ho had been a little more 
non-physical like that a little more of- 
ten." 


When Lombard! was 16, his father got 


the head coaching Job at Green Bay, and 
so the family of four (Including a young-' 
cr sister), moved to Wisconsin. It was 
here that young Vince began to feel the 
pressures of being the son of a legend-to- 
be. 


"I ployed football and the report 


around the high school, a Catholic school 
named Prcmontre, was that I was sup- 
posed to be the greatest thing since 
sliced bread," Lombard! recalled. "They 
figured, If he's the coach's son, he's got 
to be great. They had me up to 6-2, when 
at my very best I was 5-10,195." 


Lombard! became a starting fullback, 


on the team, yet he felt his father never 
really cared very much. 


"I'd come home and I'd say, 'Dad, I 


scored a touchdown today.' He'd say, 'Oh 
yeah?" I'thought he wasn't Interested In 
me as an athlete, only as a student But 
later I'd hear that he was pleased when I 
did well on the football field. • 


"In retrospect, I guess It was good 


that he never pressured me to be an ath- 
lete. He probably sensed that I was hav- 
ing enough pressure on me — by myself 
and by others — and he didn't want to 
add. Everyone expected big things of 
me, including me, because I was Vince 
Lombardl's son. I used to feel very, very 
tense before games." 


Lombardl received a football scholar- 


ship to St. Thomas College in St. Paul, 
Minn. Ho eventually became a starting 
fullback and captain of the football team. 
One of the few times he remembers his 
father Interceding In his college career 
was at the beginning of his sophomore 


A BIG DAY in the life of the late 
Vince'Lombard! Sr. at two Packers 


year. 


"I took a room off campus," said Lom- 


bard!. "Father called the dean of men 
and told him to send me home. He didn't 
want me living off campus/Well, I got a 
room in a dormitory." 


Lombardl recalls something else about 


college days. "I may have been the only 
kid In school who hated to go home for 
summer vacation." Lombardl laughed 
again. "Father always found the hardest 
jobs for me to do at home — construc- 
tion, loading boxes Into semi-trailers in a 
pickle factory. He made it a point never 
to find me an easy job. 


"He learned about the value of hard 


work from his father. My grandfather 
was strict, too, in the ways of the old 
country. I remember father saying that 
he always had to do a lot of busy work 
around the house. They lived in Brooklyn 
but they had a barn, and father remem- 
bered having to tear up the bam floor 
and then his father made him put the 
planks down again. And it. had to be a 
good job! Or my grandfather would be 
mad and get physical." 


"So father learned early the philo- 


sophies that would carry him through his 
life: appealing to an individual's pride, 
integrity, singleness of purpose, com- 
mitment to excellence — winning. 


"Some of those things I have accepted 


and live by, too. But there are pluses and 
minuses. I had great respect for my fa- 
ther. I was In awe of him. And because 
of this we weren't what you'd call bud- 
dies, never really the closest He was 
dedicated to Us work — and he was a 
great success at it. But he wasn't home 
that much. Ho was very busy. We'd talk 
on occasion but you mostly had to fend 
for yourself. 
. "But life was exciting, to be In the cen- 
ter of it. And for a kid, to go to training 
camp with a pro football team''— wowt 


"I saw that bis philosophies at home. 


hoist him aloft after winning the pro 
title in Green Bay. 


were the same with his football team. He 
drove them like he tried to drive me. But 
he was also aware that everyone's an 
individual. Ho had to take everything 
into proper context. He has been a great 
influence on a lot of coaches — not just 
in the pros — but on the lower levels, 
down to prc-high school football coaches.. 
And from what I've seen and heard, I'm 
not convinced that younger kids are pre- 
pared for the strain that some well- 
meaning coaches place on them. Maybe 
you can't overemphasize the striving for 
excellence, but I think you can over- 
emphasize the striving for victory. 


"What made father so unusual was 


that he was so articulate and so success- 


1 ful. And you know, It wasn't until his last 
year or so of life that he realized that he 
, had more to offer people than just foot- 
ball. He realized that people wanted to 
hear the things he had to say about mal- 
contents and misfits receiving too much 
emphasis when the achievers and doers 
should get it He was surprised at the 
impact. 


"One thing I take a tremendous 


amount of satisfaction in is that father 
didn't realize his dream of becoming a 
head pro coach until he was 46 years old. 
I think of this when I'm feeling impatient 
about not having accomplished all I've 
wanted. And I'm only 30. So father's 
greatest example for me, possibly, is 
that you've got to se'rve your apprentice- 
ship — put in your time, make your mis- 
takes."

NEW YORK (NBA) - "It's hard, real- 


ly, to be me," said Vlnce Lombardl Jr. 
"Father Is with me all the time — con- 
stantly.

"I was really In trepidation, waiting 


for my father to come home. "When .1 
told him what happened, he didn't say 
•boo.' I was steeling myself for the 
worst. But he knew that I felt bid .

Though I wish ho had been a little more 
non-physical like that a little more of- 
ten."

When Lombard! was 16, his father got 


the head coaching job at Green Bay, and , 
so the family of four (including a young- 
er sister), moved to Wisconsin. It was 
here that young Vlnce began to feel the 
pressures of being the son of a legcnd-to- . 
be. 


"I played football and the report 


around tho high school, a Catholic school 
named Prcmonlrc, was that I was sup- 
posed to be tho greatest thing since 
sliced bread," Lombardl recalled. "They 
figured, if he's the coach's son, he's got 
to bo great. They had me up to 6-2, when ' 
at my very best I was 5-10,195." 


Lombardl became a starting fullback, 


on tho team, yet he felt his father never 
really cared very much. 


"I'd come home and I'd say, 'Dad, I 


scored a touchdown today.' He'd say, 'Oh 
yeah?" I'thought he wasn't Interested In 
me as an athlete, only as a student. But 
later I'd hear that he was pleased when I 
did well on the football field. 


"In retrospect, I guess It was good 


that he never pressured me to be an ath- 
lete. He probably sensed that I was hav- 
ing enough pressure on me — by myself 
and by others — and he didn't want to 
add. Everyone expected big things of 
me, including me, because I was Vlnce 
Lombardl's son. I used to feel very, very 
tense before games."

Lombardl received a football scholar- 


ship to St. Thomas College in St. Paul, 
Minn. He eventually became a starting 
fullback and captain of the football team. 
One of the few times he remembers his 
father Interceding hi his college career 
was at the beginning of his sophomore

"I took a room off campus," said Lom- 


bard!. "Father called the dean of men 
and told him to send me home. He didn't 
want me. living off campus.,Well, I got a 
room in a dormitory." 


Lombard! recalls something else about 


college days. "I may have been the only 
kid In school who hated to go home for 
summer vacation." Lombardl laughed 
again. "Father always found the hardest 
Jobs for me to do at home — construc- 
tion, loading boxes Into semi-trailers In a 
pickle factory. He made it a point never 
to find me an easy job. 


"He learned about the value of hard 


work from his father. My grandfather 
was strict, too, in the ways of the old 
country. I remember father saying that 
he always had to do a lot of busy work 
around the house.They lived in Brooklyn 
but they had a barn, and father remem- 
bered having to tear up the barn floor 
and then his father made him put the 
planks down again. And it. had to be a 
good job! Or my grandfather would be 
mad and get physical." 


"So father learned early the philo- 


sophies that would carry him through his 
life: appealing to an individual's pride, 
integrity, singleness of purpose, com- 
mitment to excellence — winning. ••• 


"Some of those things I have accepted 


and live by, too. But there are pluses and 
minuses. I had great respect for my fa- 
ther.. I was in awe of him. And because 
of this we weren't what you'd call bud- 
dies, never really the closest He was 
dedicated to his work — and he was a 
great success at it But be wasn't home 
that much. He was very busy. We'd talk 
on occasion but you mostly had to fend 
for yourself. 
, "But life was exciting, to be in the cen- 
ter of it. And for a kid, to go to training 
camp with a pro football team—wow! 


"I saw that his philosophies at borne 


hoist him aloft after winning tho pro 
title in Green Bay. 


were the same with his football team. He 
drove them like he tried to drive me. But 
he was also aware that everyone's an 
Individual. He had to take everything 
into proper context. He has been a great 
influence on a lot of coaches — not just 
in the pros — but on the lower levels, 
down to pre-hlgh school football coaches. 
And from what I've seen and heard, I'm 
not convinced that younger kids are pre- 
pared for the strain that some well- 
meaning coaches place on them.

"What made father so unusual was 


. that he was so articulate and so success-

contents and misfits receiving too much 
emphasis when the achievers and doers 
should get it He was surprised at the 
impact. 


"One thing I take a tremendous 


amount of satisfaction in is that father 
didn't realize his dream of becoming a 


• head pro coach until he was 46 years old. 
, I think of this when I'm feeling impatient 
about not having accomplished all I've 
wanted. And I'm only 30. So father's 


• greatest example for me, possibly, is 


that you've got to serve your apprentice- 
ship — put in your time, make your mis- 
takes."

Walker Inaugurated, Promises 'People Government9

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. - Standing be- 


fore the lUUM of Abraham Lincoln at 
the eut entrance of the itate Capitol, 
Cov. Daniel Walker of Deerfield yester- 
day promUed the people of Illinois a new 
era of government of the people, by the 
people and for the people. 


In a 20-mlnute Inaugural address, the 


new governor elicited hit most enthusias- 
tic applause when he pronounced: 


"To those who have grown rich on the 


public dollar, to those who have won se- 


cret grants and contracts, to those in 
government who put themselves first and . 
the taxpayers second — to you I bring' 
my first message from the people of mi-~ 
nols: the free ride is over." 


WALKER declared that he would use •> 


Us new executive power as governor of. 
Illinois, without awaiting legislative ac-t 
tlon, to end practices which he considers 
detrimental to the Interest of the people. • 


Only twice at other times did the In-, 


augural audience, estimated at some 
10,000 persons, interrupt the new gover- 
nor's remarks.

Both times their response was 


prompted by anti-government remarks. 


After'referring to what he'called "loss 


of faith" because of dependence on bu- 
reaucrats -and politicians, Walker de-.. 
dared, "Let,governent step back, let.: 
people • step forward." ..That" statement • 
brought the first display of emotion-from v;

WALKER .WAS inaugurated, In the first 


outdoor, ceremony in the state's history. 
Joining him <on the platform were three 
former governors— Democrats William 
G. Stratton and Samuel S. Shapiro, and 
Walker's immediate predecessor, Re- 
publican Richard B. Oghvie.

Other luminaries on the platform In- 


cluded Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
referred to in introductory remarks by 
every speaker except Walker, and U. S. 
Sen. Adlai- Stevenson. Conspicuously ab- ' 
sent from'the inaugural ceremonies were 
Republican U. S. Sen. Charles H. Percy 
and outgoing Lt Gov. Paul Simon, whom 
Walker defeated for the Democratic 
nomination for governor.- ••.

Walker To Set 
Conference 
On Watershed 


A meeting to discuss the Upper Salt 


Creek Watershed program will be ar- 
ranged between members of Gov. Daniel 
Walker's staff and Tom Hamilton, chair- 
man of the watershed steering com- 
mittee. 


No date has been set for the meeting. 


Hamilton said Walker staff members 
agreed to the meeting when Hamilton of- 
fered to explain the plans for flood con- 
trol on the Salt Creek. 


Hamilton made the offer after Norton 


Kay, Walker's press aide, said Walker 
had made no definite plans because the 
new governor was not familiar with work 
that had been done. 


KAY- SAID the governor planned to 


move as quickly as possible on the pro- 
gram. 


The Upper Salt Creek Watershed : 
Agreement Is a multi-million dollar plan 
to build a series of flood controls across ' 4t 
the creek. Included is a floodwater reten- ' • 
tion basin in Ned Brown Forest Pre- 
serve, in unincorporated Elk Grove Town- 
ship that would create a lake .of several 
hundred acres. • • • • 


The initial watershed plan was a $26.5 


million program that would be financed 
through federal, state and local govern- 
ment funds. The plan is now in Washing- 
ton, being reviewed by various federal 
agencies. 


In September, former governor Rich- 


ard Ogllvie announced that the state 
would not wait for federal funding, but 
would expand the program and start 
work immediately. 


THE U.S. Soil Conservation Service ap- 


proved the state's action'after a seris of 
meetings lost year among the con- 
servation service and various state and 
local agencies. 


The conservation service is the agency 


through which any federal funds would be 
administered. 


At a meeting Friday of the con- 


servation service and state agencies, the 
possibility of either a water-retention 
structure or a widening of Salt Creek in 
the vicinity of Wood Dale was discussed. ' 


Hamilton said state officials want to 


widen the creek at a cost of $12 million. 
The state officials thought the widening 
was better than building a retention 
structure at a cost of $15 million: 


WIDENING would provide sufficient 


flood control for the type of storm that 
could be expected to occur only once in 10 
years. •

The stock market closed mixed on the

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Murderer Caught In Des Plaines After Fleeing Prison

A convicted murderer who had es- 


caped from SUtcville prison in Joliet by 
hiding in • delivery truck was captured 
two hours later yesterday In Des Plaines. 


Walter McCalvln, serving 75 to 125 


years for murder and eight consecutive 
IS to 30 year terms for armed robbery, 
was apprehended during a manhunt by 
Patrolman Ronald Adams as McCalvln 
was running toward the Northwest Toll- 
way east of Mount Prospect Road. 


According to police, McCalvln was one 


o( several Inmates who helped unload the 
delivery truck at the Illinois Slate Prison 
general store In Jollct. 


POLICE SAID after the truck was emp. 


tied McCalvin Jumped in the rear of the 
semi-trailer and hid beneath a stack of 
pallets. 
. According to the truck driver, Albert 
W. Stiles, 43, of East Peoria, two guards 
at the state prison checked the inside of 
the truck before It left the prison 'com- 
pound but missed the convict, who 
apparently had hidden under some load- 
Ing pallets. 


Stiles arrived at the next stop on his 


route, Bakellne Products, 1701 Winthrop, 
Des Plaines, about 12:50 p.m. When he 
opened the rear,door, McCalvin Jumped 
out of the truck and forced him Inside. 


McCalvin then locked the door, and 


fled on foot 


STILES SAID he yelled for help and 


was let out of the truck by a loading 
dock worker. •

• McCalvin was caught by Adams 20. 
minutes later about a quarter mile from 
Bakellne Products. 
' Adams-told the Herald he was driving 
northbound on Mount Prospect Road 
south of the Chicago & North Western 
Railway outer belt tracks when he saw 
McCalvln walking on the railroad tracks. 


Adams said McCalvin started running 


up a grassy hill towards the tollway but 
stopped when the police officer fired a 


warning shot He did not resist arrest 


A prison knife with an eight-inch blade 


was found in McCalvin's jacket pocket 
Stiles and police said the escapee never 
displayed the weapon.

homicide, McCalvln was arrested in 1970 
after he raped the wife of the manager of 


Blood Reserve Reported Dwindling 


by LYNN ASINOF 


While the serious blood shortage affect- 


ing metropolitan Chicago has not yet hit 
the Northwest suburbs, area hospitals 
arc reporting a general depletion of their 
blood reserves. The hospitals, however, 
have not yet had to limit the use of their 
blood'to emergencies. 


Jack Flyon, a spokesman for Northwest 


Community Hospital In ArUnton Heights, 
said that the Northwest suburbs arc usual • 
ly considered a blood supply area .He •' 
said it is therefore normal that the down- 
town "consumer" area would show 
ihortagcs first. 


According to Roger Sullivan, director 


of the Beverly Blood Bank, the blood 
banks are the first places lo feel the Im- 
pact of a blood shortage. Sullivan said 
that Monday morning Beverly did not 
have one pint of blood In Its reserves. 


"We feel It first, and then the hospitals 


pick It up," he said. "It's sort of like a 
chain reaction. As It's felt In the city, It 
will move to the suburban area next. 
Once our inventories arc depleted, then 
hospital supplies will be in a dangerous 
position within the next few days." 


Robert Kllbrlde, spokesman for the 


M Id-America Chapter of the American 
Red Cross, called the shortage "pre- 
dictable and predicted." He said tho ma- 
jor cause of the shortage was the new 
law barring the use of paid blood donors. 


KILDItlDE SAID tho shortage Is cur- 


rently being felt because "every year 
there's a fall-off 
in blood donations 


around the Christmas and New Year 
holidays." He said blood is usable for 
only 21 days and that It Is now approxi- 
mately 21 days since the beginning of the 
holiday season.

He said the bank Is cur- 
rently able to fill all of Its orders for 
blood, but does not have any extra to 
send to Chicago hospitals.

Oil Shortage, 1973 'Gas Eaters9 Blamed 
Gasoline Price Predicted To Reach 50 Cents Per Gallon 


GuoUne retailers in the Chicago met- 


ropolitan area have woeful news for mo- 
torists, especially those driving late-mod- 
el gas eaten. They predict prices for 
regular gasoline will climb to SO cents a 
gallon, If not within the next few months 
then at least by year-end. 


Although these dealer representatives 


agree with oil industry experts that the 
shortage of all petroleum products is be- 
coming more severe, in the Midwest, the 
prediction of higher pump prices is not 
universal. Expecting SO cents for regular 
gasoline b "a lot of baloney," the oil In- 
dustry people contend. They add that 
Phase II regulations will keep the lid on 
prices. 


"I bcllcvo Chicago area motorists will 


be paying SO cents a gallon for (regular) 
Kaiollnc In the next 30 to 90 days," said 
Robert Jacobs, executive director of tho 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers Association. 
"But the retailer has never had anything 
to say about the price of his gasoline." 


A SHORTAGE of supply Is causing the 


pressure for higher pump prices, accord- 
ing to Jacobs. "We've had some dealers 
run out of supplies," he said..The associ- 
ation asks its dealers to call in for help if 
they are cut off by their jobber (sup- 
plier) 


As of this week the dealer group Is 


able to gain partial supplies for dealers 
cut off by their suppliers. Jacobs be- 
HevM (he critical period within the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area will occur within 
four to six weeks, however, as the short- 
age in gas becomes more widespread. 


"It's the same crisis as in the heating 


oil business" he continued. "Since fuel oil 
Is In critically short supply, the refi- 
neries are turning out added supplies of 
healing oil and in turn producing less 
gasoline 


"We have no control over our destiny 


when it comes to prices. No matter what 
price they pay, motorists should be 
grateful for the supply," he added. 


JACOBS SAID new autos generally get 


Icsi mileage per gallon as n result of 
pollution control systems added on late 
models. This is increasing gasoline con- 
sumption at a period when the supply is 
short. 


K. G. Albano, executive officer of tho 


Caroline Retailers Association of Metro- 
politan Chicago, seconds the prediction 
that prices will rise significantly as a re- 
tult of tight supply. Pump prices finally 
made It up to "normal" levels, he said, 
,it 40 u cents a gallon for regular gasoline 
in many areas. 


This follows a continuing scries of 


price wars In which pump prices were 
slushed below this level. "But by the end 
of the year \vc could sec a price of SO 


gasoline is "a lot of baloney" he added, 
as- Phase II controls would not allow for 
this increase. 


TURNING TO THE fuel oil problem, 


he said, "Every 24-hour period the fuel 
oil picture gets worse. It has reached a 
serious crisis stage. It was only a minor 
crisis a month ago. As of (his morning, 
for example," Hugo said Monday, "some 
area major oil company distributors arc 
notifying their customers that they arc 
being put on allocation basis 


"This is when it begins hitting John Q. 


Public," Hugo continued. "When he 
starts getting more concerned is when he 
calls up and asks for 400 gallons of oil 
and only gets 200 gallons." 


The heating oil shortage is moving 


closer to home, he said. About 25 schools 
in Rockford, and two hospitals are 
among those affected by a Kelley-Wil- 
liamson Oil Co. announcement last 
Thursday that it has exhausted its supply 
of heating oil for many Rockford area 
customers. 


Fuel oil price relief is needed to assist 


in gaining added supplies said Hugo. 
Previous attempts to raise fuel oil prices 
have been denied by the Price Commis- 
sion. This could in turn take the pressure 
off gasoline supplies, he said. If the pet- 
roleum industry is not able to increase 
the output of gasoline supplies, Hugo pre- 
dicts a severe crisis could develop within 
two to three months. 


WAYNE PARTHUN, managing direc- 


tor of the Oil Heat Marketers Association 
in Chicago, also noted the heating oil 
shortage and gasoline shortage, but said 
there is no definite indication that prices 
in cither market will rise significantly in 
the near future. 


"We don't talk of a shortage. We talk 


of a tight situation," said 
Parthun. 


"From a canvass of our own members 
we find there is an adequate supply. We 
don't foresee any shortage in the near

Some Independents shut down 
on weekends because of the pinch. Al- 
bano sees the supply shortage as a move 
by major oil companies to squeeze out 
independent dealers. 


Most oil industry experts are waiting 


to solve the heating (number two) oil 
problem before they consider a way out 
of the less serious gasoline shortage, 
counters Herbert Hugo. He is Midwest 
bureau chief for Plait's Oilgram, a daily 
petroleum industry publication. And the

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Defense Sec. 


Mclvln It. Laird estimated no more than 
3.500 men will be drafted this year—only 
one tenth as many as last year and the 
smallest number drafted in any year 
when there has been conscription. 


The draft authority expires June 30 


and Laird has already said there will be 
no calls in January or February. He told 
the House Armed'Services Committee 
the March draft coll would be less than 
2,300 and that In April, May and June — 
the lost three months of the draft— "no 
more than an average of 1,000 men per 
month will be needed."

Walker Inaugurated, Promise? 'People Government7

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. — Standing be- 


fore the itatue of Abraham Lincoln at 
the cut entrance of the Kale Capitol, 
Gov. Daniel Walker of Deerfleld yester- 
day promised the people of Illinois a new 
era of government of the people, by the 
people and for the people. 


In a 20-mlnute inaugural address, the 


new governor elicited his most enthusias- 
tic applause when he pronounced: 


"To thoM who have grown rich on the 


public dollar, to those who have won se- 


cret grants and- contracts, to those In 
government who put themselves first and 
the taxpayers second — to you I bring 
my first message from the people of nil- 
ools: the free ride Is over." 


WALKER declared that he would use 


his new-executive power as governor of 
Illinois, without awaiting legislative ac- 
tion, to end practices which he considers 
detrimental to the interest of the people. 


Only twice at other times did the In- 


augural audience, estimated at some 
10,000 persons, interrupt the new gover- 


• nor's remarks.

Both times their response, was 


prompted by anti-government remarks. 


After referring/to what he called "loss 


of faith" because of dependence on bu- 
reaucrats and politicians, Walker-de- 
clared, "Let governent step.back,.let 
people step forward.". That' statement 
brought the first display of emotion from 
the crowd. . •

' The* audience was again moved to ap- 
plause'when Walker declared, "My deep- 
est resolve as governor of Illinois will be 
to sweep the •arrogance of bureaucracy 
• from the hallsiof power, -to let the voice

Walker' again promised to hold periodic 
"accountability.sessions" throughout the 
state at which all citizens may have "ac- 
cess to him and key members of his ad-

WALKER WAS inaugurated In the first 


; outdoor ceremony in the state's history. 
• Joining him on the platform were three

Other luminaries on the platform In- 


cluded Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
referred to in introductory remarks by. 
every speaker except Walker, and U. S: 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson. Conspicuously ab- 
sent from the inaugural ceremonies were 
Republican U. S. Sen. Charles H. Percy 
• and outgoing Lt Gov. Paul Simon, whom 
Walker defeated . for the • Democratic 
nomination for governor. , 


The outdoor ceremony apparently ful- 


filled the hopes of Walker aides for a 
public display of affection for the new

Douglas Cargill, former chairman of 


the Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals, 
has admitted In a sworn deposition he is 
the owner of 47 lots the village board 
rczoned for apartments in tho West 
Strong Street area of Wheeling. 


The deposition quotes Cargill as admit- 


ting, Dec. 14, 1972, that he owned all 47 
of the lots rexoncd for apartments which 
are tho subject of a Cook County Circuit 
Court battle between tho village and 
West Strong Street area homeowners. 


The deposition, taken under oath and 


notarized, and filed with tho court clerk 


was recommended when asked, at that 
time, by tho Herald if he owned the prop- 
erty, Cargill refused to comment. 


In the deposition on file with the court 


clerk, Cargill testified he was a 40-year 
resident of Wheeling and said he served 
on the Wheeling Zoning Board of Appeals 
from 1950 until April 1972. 


Slegel is quoted hi the deposition as 


objecting to a question about Carglll's 
education in zoning matters, saying that, 
Cargill did not participate in the rczonlng 
of tho 47 Strong Street lota. 


The attorney representing the village 


also objected to a question of whether

the zoning board of appeals hearing in 
March 1972 when tho property was first 
considered for rczonlng.

held by the Wheeling Trust and Savings 
Bank, however, so tho actual ownership 
of the property previously was not made 
public. 


Cargill did not attend the zoning board 


hearing at which Uic apartment rezoning 


waiTnot "relevant and mate- 


rial" to the suit, which seeks to have the 
apartment zoning on the 47 lots rescind- 
ed. 


When asked, during the deposition, 


"How many lots do you own?" (in the 
Strong Street area) Cargill answered, 
"Forty-seven."

Blood Reserve Reported 


by LVNN ASINOF 


While the serious blood shortage affect- 


ing metropolitan Chicago has not yet hit 
the Northwest suburbs, area hospitals 
arc reporting a general depletion of their 
blood reserves. Tho hospitals, however, 
have not yet had to limit the use of their 
blood to emergencies. 


Jack Ryon, a spokesman for Northwest 


Community Hospital In Arllnton Heights, 
said that the Northwest suburbs are usual 
ly considered a blood supply area .He 
said It Is therefore normal that the down- 


town "consumer" area would show 
shortages first. 


According to Roger Sullivan, director 


of the Beverly Blood Bank, the blood 
banks are the first places to feel the im- 
pact of a blood shortage. Sullivan said 


• that Monday morning Beverly did not 
have one pint of blood In its reserves. 


"We feel it first, and then the hospitals 


pick it up," he said. "It's sort of like a 
chain reaction. As.it's felt in the city, it 
will move' to the suburban area next. 
Once our inventories are depleted, then- 


hospital supplies will be IE (dangerous 
position within the next few days.". • ' 


Robert Kilbride, spokesman -for the 


Mid-America Chapter of the American 
Red .Cross, called .the shortage "pre- 
dictable and predicted." He said the ma- 
jor cause, of the shortage was-the .new 
law barring the'use of paid blood donors.. 


KILBRIDE SAID the shortage is cur-

Plaines.

Walter McCalvln, serving 75 to 12S

was apprehended during a manhunt by 
Patrolman Ronald Adams as McCalvin 
was running toward the Northwest Toll- 
way cast of Mount Prospect Road. 


According to police. McCalvln was one 


of several Inmates who helped unload the 
delivery truck at the Illinois State Prison 


general storo In Juliet. 


POLICE SAID after the truck was cmp. 


tied McCalvin jumped In the rear of the 
semi-trailer and hid beneath a stack of 
pallets. 


According to the truck driver, Albert 


W. Stiles, 43, of East Pcoria, two guards 
at the state prison checked the Inside of 
the truck before it left the prison com- 
pound but missed the convict, who 
apparently had hidden under some load- 
Ing pallets. 


Stiles arrived at the next stop on his 


route, Bakelinc Products, 1701 Wlnthrop, 
DCS Plaines, about 12:50 p.m. When he 


opened the rear door, McCalvin jumped 
out of the truck and forced him inside. 


McCalvin then locked the door, and 


fled on foot.

STILES SAID be yelled for help and 


was let out of the truck by a loading 
dock worker. 


McCalvin was caught by Adams 20 • 


minutes later about a quarter mile from 
Bakelinc Products.

Residents Buying 
Flood Insurance

Residents of the Northwest suburbs arc 


beginning to lake advantage of federally 
subiullicd 
flood 
Insurance, although 


sales Mill arc low. 


Jamci Rclchardt, of the Illinois De- 


partment of Local Governmental Affairs, 
directing the program, said "there has 
been root growth" In the program's use. 
Purchases of the policy arc "really be- 
ginning to pick up,1' he added. 


Under the federal subsidy, a home- 


owner can purchase up to $17,500 of 
homo coverage for between $60 and $70, 
said Charles Brazclton, an agent for 
Stale Farm Fire and Casualty Co., ser- 
vice representative for this aron. Without 
federal subsidies, said Rclchardt, the In- 
surance would cost 10 times that much, 
since the subsidy is 90 per cent of the 
premium cost. 


More Important, said Rclchardt, Is' the 


fact flood Insurance cannot be legally re- 
fused In an area approved for the federal 
program Homeowners with an experi- 
ence of flooding three or four times a 
year likely could not find a company 
Milling to sell them flood Insurance, with- 
out the federal subsidies, said Rclchardt. 
With them, tho homeowner can purchase 
the Insurance and collect on claims ev- 
ery ttmo he Is flooded. 


The program also provides for up to 


$.1.000 Insurance on the contents of a 
home, and this provision is available to 
home or apartment renters, as well as to 
homeowners, said Brazclton. 


ALTHOUGH THE insurance Is avail- 


able In most Northwest suburban com- 
munities, a few still have not applied. 
Rolling Meadows, Inverness, the Bar- 
rlngton communities, Stroamwood and 
Bnrtlctt do not yet participate. Also, 
while Cook County has applied for ac- 
ceptance in the program, It has not yet 
been approved, said Rclchardt. The 
county application was incomplete, and 
county officials still must complete "a 
couple of the necessary steps," he said. 
Until the county Is approved, residents of 
unincorporated areas cannot purchase 
the Insurance at subsidized rates. 


Noting "it takes a while for something 


like this to get off the ground," 
Rclchardt said he was "not discouraged" 
by the number of policies which have 
been purchased. "The most 'important 
thing at this point In an eligible commu- 
nity Is It's just a matter of the individual 
homeowner deciding whether to buy it. 
It's an individual people decision — the 
local governments have taken the neces- 
sary stops. They've taken the action nec- 
essary to make It available to the 
people," Rclchardt said. 


A homeowner may purchase the insur- 


ance anytime after the community has 
been approved for the subsidy, as long as 
the community renews its eligibility each 
year, Rclchardt said. Brazelton pointed 
out persons buying within the first 30 
days after a community is approved can 
receive immediate coverage. After the 30 
days, there is a 15-day waiting period be- 
tween receipt of the policy and the time' 
coverage starts, ho said. The only com- • 
munity in tho area approved less than 30 
days ago is Wheeling, which officially 
qualified as of Dec. 15. 


IN ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, the first 


community In the area to qualify, 107 
policies had been sold as of Dec. 1,1972, 
Brazclton said. Arlington Heights home- 
owners became eligible to purchase tho 
policies In January, 1972.

Abo as of last Dec. 1, Palatine resi- 


dents hod purchased 34 policies, Mount 
Prospect residents bad purchased seven, 
DCS Plaines homeowners had bought 
four, Schaumburg' residents had pur- 
chased three and Elk Grove Village resi- 
dents had bought two policies. 


In Hoffman Estates and Buffalo Grove, 


no policies had been purchased, although 
residents were eligible to buy them. 


Brnzclton said sales the month pre- 


viously had been considerably lower, and 
estimated totals might be twice as high 
as of today. Ho also pointed out Wheeling 
residents were listed as not having pur- 
chased any policies, although they were 
not eligible until two weeks after his lat- 
est statistical breakdown.

Police Will Inaugurate Central Radio Dispatch 


by DAVID MAUSMAN 


Three area police departments will in- 


augurate the use of central radio dis- 
patch this week the culmination of an 
idea that was originated nearly four 
years ago. 


Under central dispatch, one radio room 


— located in Arlington Heights — will be 
used to take calls and dispatch police for 
Arlington Heights, Elk Grove and Mount 
Prospect. And there are hopes that Buf- 
falo Grove may soon get in on the action. 


When central dispatch goes into oper- 


ation, residents of the member munici- 
palities will still dial the same telephone 
number as always to reach their police 
departments. But the call will bo picked 
up at central dispatch in Arlington 
Heights, and police on the caller's beat 
will bo radioed from there. 


FOR THE PAST four months, 12 radio 


operators have been studying the beat 
structures in the three municipalities, 
readying themselves for the start of the 
central dispatch program. 


Tho idea for a central dispatch pro- 


gram in this area was originated in 1969 
by Police Chiefs L. W. Calderwood, Ar- 
lington Heights; Harry Jenkins, Elk 
Grove Village; and Cy Campbell, then 
chief in Rolling Meadows. 


The three thought there was a need for 


Improved radio communication in this 
area, said Capt. Maury English, Arling- 
ton Heights police. Radio frequencies al- 
lotcd to police departments by the FCC 
had become too crowded, causing sepa- 
rate police radio dispatchers to interfere 
with communications of other depart- 
ments, English said. 


The chiefs examined studies made of 


radio frequency allocations in the Chi- 
cago area and had another study made 
by the Illinois Institute of Technology 
(IIT) to determine if .central dispatch 
would be feasible here, English said. 


Some problems came.up. IIT surveyed

BUT MOUNT PROSPECT was looking 


at a new radio system and expressed in- 
terest in the central dispatch idea, Eng- 
lish said. Officials there took a trip to 
Muskegon, Mich., a city that is part of 
central dispatch program. Mount Pros- 
pect officials were impressed, just as 
had been those in Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove<VilIage, English said. 


Some 18 months after the first meeting 


on central dispatch had taken place, the 
three communities decided to seek feder- 
al funding of a central dispatch project 
Seven months later, the application was 
approved and the grant came through 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion (1LEC). 


The grant is for some $700,000 and in- 


cludes funds for equipment and operation 
of the system. Member municipalities 
provide in-kind services — planning, set- 
ting up, operators and training, English 
said. 


In December, 1971, bids were let for 


the equipment and engineering studies 
were begun, English said. It was hoped 
that central dispatch would become a 
reality in this area "by last August, but 
FCC frequency changes, a need to test 
for the best location of the radio room 
and late equipment delivery stalled im- 
plementation. 


Central dispatch was supposed to start 


last week, but last-minute problems with 
the antenna caused another' delay. But 
English said that all that Is needed is 
antenna adjustment so that all areas in 
the central dispatch project will be cov- 
ered. He said barring any further prob- 
lems, the system will be operational lat- 
er this week. 


ENGLISH SAID he sees many benefits 


in the new system over the old. 


Each police officer will carry a person- 


al radio with him at all times, so that he 
can be reached wherever he may be. 
English said this system has proved else- 
where to aid apprehension of suspects in 
crime and to get help faster for an offi- 
cer in trouble. 


Central dispatch should reduce the 


amount of radio traffic, as well, he said. 
He explained that this is important so 
that radio transmission isn't blocked by

holidays." He said blood is usable for 
only 21 days and that it is now approxi- 
mately 21 days since the beginning of the 
holiday season. 


According to Sullivan, blood shortages 


have occurred in January before. "It's 
more pronounced now because we're op- 
erating on a 100 per cent volunteer 
basis," he said. He explained that while 
volunteer donations have increased, they 
have not been sufficient to handle the de- 
mand.

shortage is the cancellation of elective 
surgery because of Its drain on the blood 
supply. While several Chicago hospitals 
have postponed nonemergency surgery, 
none of the Northwest suburban hospitals 
has been forced to do so. .1 , , 


The hospitals are, however, seeking do- 


nors to increase their blood reserves. 


Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines said 
they are specifically looking for donors 
with type A-negative blood. 


Alexian Brothers Medical Center in 


Elk Grove Village reported that several 
persons hearing- about the shortage in 
Chicago made appointments yesterday to 
donate blood. The hospitals asked that 
persons wishing to donate call to make 
appointments. 


BLOOD BANKS servicing the North-, 


west suburbs expect, upcoming blood 
drives to replenish their reserves. A 
spokesman for the North Suburban Blood 
Bank said their first drive is scheduled 
for Thursday. He said the bank is cur- 
rently able to fill all of its orders for 
blood, but does not have any extra to 
send to Chicago hospitals. 


Other blood drives are scheduled for 


this weekend in Palatine, Hoffman Es- 
tates and Elk Grove Village.

According to Roger Sullivan, director 


of tho Beverly Blood Bank, the blood 
banks are tho first places to feel the im- 
pact of a blood shortage.

BAKOS, WHO HAS owned the Cow 


Palace and the two acres it occupies for 
five years, recently purchased the ad- 
joining five acres from Jack Denier for 
an undisclosed price. 


Bakos said he is in the process of ar- 


ranging financial backing from area 
banks, as well as negotiating with Holi- 
day Inns Inc., which is based in Mem- 
phis, Tenn* for a franchise. 


The motel chain often awards fran- 


chises to businessmen who build the Holi- 
day Inn in accordance with the com- 
pany's specifications. 


Bakos, who has 10 years' experience in 


the motel business, said that if he is 
unable to obtain a Holiday Inn fran- 
chise, he would contact the Ramada Inn 
chain. 


"I've gotten a good response so far," 


he said, "but before they give us a defi- 
nite go-ahead, we'll have to submit spe- 
cific plans." 


BAKOS SAID the Northwest Highway- 


Quentin Road site was selected for the 
new motel because it's "the most con- 
venient. We're already here (with the 
restaurant). And I think there's a need." 


The nearest Holiday Inn to the site is 


in Rolling Meadows, a 196-room motel on 
'Algonquin Road near HI. Rte. 53. 


Plans also are being considered for a 


Holiday Inn at Rte. 53 and U.S. 12 in 
Arlington Heights, but that site would not 
be developed until Rte. 53 is extended, in 
at least four years. 


Tho only major motel in Palatine is 


the 197-room Howard Johnson Motor 
Lodge, at Northwest Highway and Rte.

A convicted murderer who had* es- 


caped from Stateville prison In Jollet by 
hiding in a delivery truck was captured 
two hours later yesterday In Des Plaines. 


Walter McCalvin. serving 75 to 125 


years for murder and eight consecutive 
15 to 30 year terms for armed robbery, 
was apprehended during a manhunt by 
Patrolman Ronald Adams as McCalvin 
was running toward the Northwest Toll- 
way east of Mount Prospect Road. 


According to police, McCalvin was one 


of several Inmates who helped unload the 
delivery truck at the Illinois State Prison 


general store In Jpllet 


POLICE SAID after the truck was emp. 


tied McCalvin jumped In the rear of the 
semi-trailer and Hid beneath a stack of 
pallets. 


According to the truck driver, Albert 


W. Stiles, 43, of East Peoria, two guards 
at the state prison checked the inside of: 
the truck before it left the prison com- 
pound but missed the convict, who 
apparently had hidden under some load- 
ing pallets. 


Stiles arrived at the next stop on his 


route, Bakeline Products, 1701 Winthrbp, 
Des Plaines, about 12:50 p.m. When he 


opened the,rear door, McCalvin jumped 
out of the truck and forced him inside. . 


McCalvin then locked the door, and 


fled on foot

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Walker Inaugurated, Promises 'People Government9

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. — Standing be- 


fore the fUtiw of Abraham Lincoln at 
the east entrance of the state Capitol, 
Cov. Daniel Walker of Deerfleld yester- 
day promlwd the people of Illinois a new 
era of government of the people, by the 
people and for the people. 


In a 20-mlnuto Inaugural address, the 


new governor elicited his most enthusias- 
Uc applause when be pronounced: 


"To those who have grown rich on the 


public dollar, to those who have won se- 


cret grants and contracts, to those in 
government who put themselves first and 
the taxpayers second — to you' I bring 
my first message from the people of Illi- 
nois: the free ride is over." 


WALKER declared that be would use 


his new executive power as governor of 
Illinois, without awaiting legislative ac- 
tion, to end practices which he considers 
detrimental to the interest of the people. 


Only twice at other times did the in- 


augural audience, estimated at some 
10,000 persons, interrupt the new gover- 
nor's remarks. 


Both times . their . response was 


prompted by anti-government remarks.

After referring to what he called "loss 


of faith" because of dependence on bu- 
reaucrats and politicians, Walker de- 
clared, "Let governent step back, let 
people step forward." Hut statement 
brought the first display of emotion from 
. the crowd.

,<: The audience was again moved to ap- 


f piause when Walker declared, "My deep- 
: est'resolve as governor of Illinois will be 
. to sweep the arrogance of bureaucracy 
from the halls of power, to let the voice 


of people be heard once again." 


In order to carry out this program, 


Walker again promised to bold periodic 
"accountability sessions" throughout the

Blood Reserve Reported 
To Be Dwindling In Suburbs 


by LYNN AS1NOF 


While the serious blood shortage affect- 


Ing metropolitan Chicago has not yet hit 
the Northwest suburbs, area hospitals 
are reporting a general depletion of their 
blood reserves. The hospitals, however, 
have not yet had to limit the use of their 
blood to emergencies. 


Jack Ryon, a spokesman for Northwest 


Community Hospital in ArUnton Heights, 
said that the Northwest suburbs are usual 
ly considered a blood supply area .He . 
said It is therefore normal that the down- 
town '"consumer'!, trca'/would',show, 
shortages first - •,' • • > • * • • .--.... •' 


According to Roger Sullivan, director 


of the Beverly Blood Bank, the, blood, 
banks are the first places to feel the Im- 
pact of a blood shortage. Sullivan said 
that Monday morning Beverly did not 
have one pint of blood In Its reserves. 


"We feel it first, and then the hospitals 


pick It up," he said. "It's sort of like a 
chain reaction. As it's felt in the city, it 
will move to the suburban area next 
Once our Inventories are depleted, then 
hospital supplies will be In a dangerous 


position within the next few days." 


Robert Kllbride,. spokesman for the 


Mid-America Chapter of the American 
Red Cross, called thd shortage "pre- 
dictable and predicted." He said the ma- 
jor cause of the shortage was the new 
law barring the use of paid blood donors. 


KILBRIDE SAID the shortage is cur- 


rently .being felt because "every year 
there's a fall-off in blood donations 
around the Christmas and New Year 
holidays." He said blood is usable for 
only 21 days and that it Is now approxi- 
mately 21 
holiday season. 


According to 'Sullivan, blood shortages 


'. baVe occurred In'Jariuary before. "It's 
more pronounced DOW because we're op- 
erating on a 100 per cent volunteer 
basis," he said. He explained that while 
volunteer donations have increased, they 
have not been sufficient to handle the de- 
mand.

Sullivan said the first effect of a blood 


shortage is the cancellation of elective 
surgery because of its drain on the blood 
supply. While several Chicago hospitals 


have postponed nonemergency surgery, 
none of the Northwest suburban hospitals 
has been forced to do so. 


The hospitals are, however, seeking do- 


nors to increase their blood reserves. 
Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines said 
they are specifically looking for .donors

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Murderer Caught In Des Plaines After Fleeing Prison

A convicted murderer who had es- 


caped (rom SUteville prison in Jollet by 
hiding in a delivery truck was captured 
two hours later yesterday in Des Plaines. 


Walter McCalvin, serving 75 to 123 


years for murder and eight consecutive 
15 to 30 year terms for armed robbery, 
was apprehended during a manhunt by 
Patrolman Ronald Adams as McCalvin 
was running toward the Northwest Toll- 
way east of Mount Prospect Road. 


According to police, McCalvin was one 


of several Inmates who helped unload the 
delivery truck at the Illinois State Prison 


general store in Joliet 


POLICE SAID after the truck was cmp. 


tied McCalvin jumped in the rear of the 
semi-trailer and hid beneath a stack of 
pallets. 


According to the truck driver, Albert 


W. stiles, 43, of East Peoria, two guards 
at the state prison checked the inside of 
the truck before it left the prison com- 
pound but missed the convict, who 
apparently had hidden under some load- 
ing pallets. 


Stiles arrived at the next stop on his 


route, Bakeline Products, 1701 Wlnthrop,, 
DCS Plaines, about 12:50 p.m. When he 


opened the rear door, McCalvin jumped 
out of the truck and forced him inside. 


McCalvin then locked the door, and 


fled on foot. 


STILES SAID he yelled for help and 


was let out of the truck by a loading 
dock worker. 


McCalvin was caught by Adams 20 


minutes later about a quarter mile from 
Bakeline Products. 
. Adams told the Herald he was. driving 
northbound on Mount Prospect Road 
south of the Chicago 4 North Western 
Railway outer belt tracks when he saw 
McCalvin walking on the railroad tracks. 


Adams said McCalvin started running 


up a grassy hill towards the tollway but • 
stopped when the police officer fired a 
warning shot He did not resist arrest.. . 


A prison knife with an eight-inch blade 


was found in McCalvin's jacket pocket. 
Stiles and police said the escapee never 
displayed the weapon. 


According to Chicago police Area 2 


homicide, McCalvin was arrested in 1370 
after he raped the wife of the manager of 
the Bellcrest Hotel, 6930\S. Shore Dr., 
Chicago, during an armed robbery. 


CHICAGO POLICE said McCalvin and 


an accomplice, Frank Morgan, now 
serving a 100 to 199-year term in State- 
ville for the crime, shotgunned to death 
Hobart Scott of Detroit, Mich., a patron 
hi the hotel lounge at the time of the rob- 
bery: 


Warden John Toomey of Stateville 


prison told the Herald McCalvin was the 
fifth convict to escape from Stateville 
prison in the last 20 years. Toomey said

In a 20-mlnute Inaugural address, the 


new governor elicited his most enthusias- 
tic applause when he pronounced: 


"To those who have grown rich on the 


public dollar, to those who have won se- 


cret grants and contracts, to those in 
'government who put themselves first and 
the taxpayers second — to you I bring 
my tint message from the people of Illi- 
nois: the free ride is over." 


WALKER declared that he would use 


his new executive power as governor of 
Illinois, without awaiting legislative ac- 
tion, to end practices which he considers 
detrimental to the interest of the people. 


Only twice at other times did the In- 


augural audience, estimated at some 
10,000 persons, Interrupt the new gover- 
nor's remarks. 


Both.times their response was 


prompted by anti-government remarks. 


• After referring to what he called "loss 
of faith" because of dependence on bu- 
reaucrats and politicians, Walker de- 
clared, "Let governent step back, let 
people step forward." That statement 
brought the first display of emotion from 
the crowd. 


The audience was again moved to ap- 


plause when Walker declared, "My deep- 
est resolve as governor of Illinois will be 
to sweep the arrogance of bureaucracy 
from the halls of power, to let the voice 


of people be heard once again." 


In order to carry out this program, 


Walker again promised to hold periodic 
"accountability sessions" throughout, the 
state at which all citizens may have ac- 
cess to him and key members of his ad- 
ministration. 
• 


WALKER WAS inaugurated in the first 


outdoor ceremony In the state's history. 
Joining him on the platform were three 
former governors — Democrats William 
G. Straiten and Samuel S. Shapiro, and 
Walker's Immediate predecessor, 
Re- 


publican Richard B. Ogilvie. 


Other luminaries on the platform in- 


• eluded Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 


referred to in introductory remarks by 
every speaker except Walker, and U. S. 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson. Conspicuously ab- 
sent from the inaugural ceremonies were 
Republican U. S. Sen. Charles H. Percy 
and outgoing LI Gov. Paul Simon, whom 
Walker defeated for the Democratic 
nomination for governor. 


The outdoor ceremony apparently ful- 


filled the hopes of Walker aides for a 
public display'of affection for the new

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Murderer Caught In Des Plaines After Fleeing Prison

A convicted murderer who hall es- 


caped from SUtcville prison In Joliet by 
hiding in a delivery truck was captured 
two hours later yesterday in Des Plaines. 


Walter McCalvin, serving 75 to 125 


years for murder and eight consecutive 
15 to 30 year terms for armed robbery, 
was apprehended during a manhunt by 
Patrolman Ronald Adams as McCalvin 
was running toward the Northwest Toll- 
way cast of Mount Prospect Road. 


According to police, McCalvin was one 


of several Inmates who helped unload the 
delivery truck at the Illinois State Prison 


general store In Jollct 


POLICE SAID after the truck was emp. 


tied McCalvin Jumped in the rear of the 
semi-trailer and hid beneath a stack of 
pallets. 


According to the truck driver, Albert 


W. Stiles, 43, of East Peorla, two guards 
at the state prison checked the Inside of 
the truck before it left the prison com- 
pound but missed the convict, who • 
apparently had hidden under some load- 
ing pallets. 


Stiles arrived at the next stop on his 


route, Bakeline Products, 1701 Winthrop, 
DCS Plaines, about 12:50 p.m. When he 


opened the rear door, McCalvin jumped 
out of the truck and forced him inside. 


McCalvin then locked the door, and 


fled on foot. 


STILES SAID he yelled for help and 


was let out of the truck by a loading 
dock worker. 
. 


McCalvin was caught by Adams 20 


minutes later about a quarter mile from 
Bakeline Products. 


Adams told the Herald he was driving 


northbound on Mount Prospect Road 
south of the Chicago & North Western 
Railway outer belt tracks when he saw 
McCalvin walking on the railroad tracks. 


Adams said McCalvin started running 


up a grassy hill towards the toUway but 
stopped when the police officer fired a 
warning shot He did not resist arrest. 


A prison knife with an eight-inch blade 


was found in McCalvin's jacket pocket. 
Stiles and police said the escapee never 
displayed the weapon. 


'According to Chicago police Area 2 
homicide, McCalvin was arrested in 1970 
after he raped the wife of the manager of 
the Bellcrest Hotel, 6930 S. Shore Dr., 
Chicago, during an armed robbery. 


CHICAGO POLICE said McCalvin and 


an accomplice, Frank Morgan, now 
serving a 100 to 199-year term in State- 
ville for the crime, shotgunned to death 
Hobart Scott of Detroit, Mich, a patron 
in the hotel lounge at the time of the rob- 
bery. 


Warden John Tcomey of Stateville 


prison told the Herald McCalvin was the 
fifth convict to escape from Stateville 
prison in the last 20 years. Toomey said 
the last escape was in the fall of 1971. 
McCalvin has been an inmate at State- 
ville since March 26, 1971, according to 
Toomey.

Blood Reserve Reported Dwindling 


by LYNN ASINOF 


While the serious blood shortage affect- 


Ing metropolitan Chicago has not yet hit 
the Northwest suburbs, area hospitals 
are reporting a general depletion of their 
blood reserves. The hospitals, however, 
have not yet had to limit the use of their 
blood to emergencies. 


Jack Ryon, a spokesman for Northwest 


Community Hospital in Arllnton Heights, 
said that the Northwest suburbs are usual 
ly considered a blood supply area .He 
said It is therefore normal that the down- 
town "consumer" area would show 
shortages first 


According to Roger Sullivan, director 


of the Beverly Blood Bank, the blood 
bnnki are the first places to feel the im- 
pact of a blood shortage. Sullivan said 
thai Monday morning Beverly did not 
have one pint of blood in Its reserves. 


"We feel It first, and then the hospitals 


pick it up," he said. "It's sort of like a 
chain reaction. As It's felt In the city, It 
will move to the suburban area next. 
Once our Inventories are depleted, .then 
hospital supplies will bo In a dangerous 


position within the next few days." 


Robert Kllbride, spokesman for the 


Mid-America Chapter of thp American 
Red Cross, called the shortage "pre- 
dictable and predicted." He said the ma- 
jor cause of the shortage was the new 
law barring the use of paid blood donors. 


KILBRIDE SAID the shortage is cur- 


rently being felt because "every year 
there's a fall-off in blood donations 
around the Christmas and New Year 
holidays." He said blood is usable, for 
only 21 days and that it Is now approxi- 
mately 21 days since the beginning of the 
holiday season. 
' 


According to Sullivan, blood shortages 


have occurred In January before. "It's 
more pronounced now because we're op-' 
crating on a 100 per cent volunteer 
basis," he said. He explained that while 
volunteer donations have increased, they 
have not been sufficient to handle the de-' 
mand.

Sullivan said the first effect of a blood 


shortage is the cancellation of elective 
surgery because of its drain on the blood 
supply. While several Chicago hospitals 


have postponed nonemergcncy surgery, 
none of the Northwest suburban hospitals 
has been forced to do so.

The hospitals are, however, seeking do- 


nors to increase their blood reserves. 
Holy Family Hospital in Des Plaines said 
they are specifically looking for donors 
with type A-negative blood.

tor btj, especially those driving late-mod- 
el gas eaters. They predict prices for 
regular gasoline win climb to SO cents a 
gallon, if not within the next few months 
then at least by year-end. 


Although these dealer representatives 


agree with oil industry experts that the 
shortage of all petroleum products is be- 
coming more severe, in the Midwest, the 
prediction of higher pump prices is not 
universal. Expecting SO cents for regular 
gasoline Is "a lot of baloney," the oil in- 
dustry people contend. They add that 
Phase II regulations will keep the lid on 
prices. 


"I believe Chicago area motorists will 


be paying SO cents a gallon for (regular) 
Kaioilnc In the next 30 to 90 days," said 
Robert Jacobs, executive director of the 
Illinois Gasollno Dealers Association. 


"But the retailer has never bad anything 
to say about the price of his gasoline." 
. A SHORTAGE of supply Is causing the 
pressure for higher pump prices, accord- 
ing to Jacobs. "We've had some dealers 
run out of supplies," he said. The associ- 
ation asks its dealers to call in for help if 
they are cut off by their jobber (sup- 
plier). 


As of this week the dealer group is 


able to gain partial supplies for dealers 
cut off by their suppliers. Jacobs be- 
lieves the critical period within the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area win occur within 
four to six weeks, however, as the short- 
age In gas becomes more widespread. 


"It's the same crisis as in the heating 


oil business" he continued. "Since fuel oil 
Is In critically short supply, the refi- 
neries are turning out added supplies of 
heating oil and in turn producing less 
gasoline. 


"We have no control over our destiny 


when it comes to prices. No matter what 
price they pay, motorists should be 
grateful for the supply," he added. 


JACOBS SAID new autos generally get 


less mileage per gallon its a result of 
pollution control systems added on late 
models. This is increasing gasoline con- 
sumption at a period when the supply is 
short. 
^ 


E. G. Albano, executive officer of the 


Gasoline Retailers Association of Metro- 
politan Chicago, second^ the prediction 
that prices will rise significantly as a re- 
sult of tight supply. Pump prices finally 
made it up to "normal" levels, he said, 
at 40.9 cents a gallon for regular gasoline 
in many areas. 


This follows a continuing series of 


price wars in which pump prices were 
slashed below this level. "But by the end 
of the year we could see a price of 50 


cents a gallon for regular gasoline," Al- 
bano said. 
v 
Major oil companies supply their own 


dealers first, leaving independent gaso- 
line dealers out in the cold during a sup- 
ply shortage, according to Albano. He 
said there are many area independents 
who have been cut off by their regular 
suppliers. Some independents shut down 
on weekends because of the pinch. Al- 
bano sees the supply shortage as a move 
by major oil companies to squeeze out 
independent dealers. 


Most oil industry experts are waiting 


to solve the heating (number two) oil 
problem before they consider a way out 
of the less serious gasoline shortage, 
counters Herbert Hugo. He is Midwest 
bureau chief for Plait's Oilgram, a daily 
petroleum industry publication. And the 
prediction of 50 cents a gallon for regular 
gasoline is "a lot of baloney" he added, 


Police Will Inaugurate Central Radio Dispatch

Three area police departments will In- 


augurate the use of central radio dis- 
patch this week the culmination of an 
idea that was originated nearly four 
years ago. 


Under central dispatch, one radio room 


— located in Arlington Heights — will be* 
used to take calls and dispatch police for 
Arlington Heights, Elk Grove and Mount 
Prospect. And there are hopes that Buf- 
falo Grove may soon get in on the action. 


When central dispatch goes into oper- 


ation, residents of the member munici- 
palities will still dial the same telephone 
number as always to reach their police 
departments. But the call will be picked 
up at central dispatch In Arlington 
Heights, and police on the caller's beat 
will be radioed from there. 


Foil THE PAST four months, 12 radio 


operators have been studying the beat 
structures In the three municipalities, 
readying themselves for the start of the 
central dispatch program. 


The Idea for a central dispatch pro- 


gram in this area was originated In 1969 
by Police Chiefs L. W. Caldcrwood, Ar- 
lington Heights; Harry Jenkins, Elk 
Grove Village; and Cy Campbell, (hen

the central dispatch project will be cov- 
ered. He said barring any further prob- 
lems, the system will be operational lat- 
er this week.

ENGLISH SAID he sees many benefits 


in the new system over the old. 


Each police officer will carry a person- 


al radio with him at all tynes, so that he 
can be reached wherever he may be. 
English said this system has proved else- 
where to aid apprehension of suspects in 
crime and to get help faster for an offi- 
cer in trouble. - 


Central dispatch should reduce the 


amount of radio traffic, as well, he said. 
He explained that this is important so 
that radio transmission isn't blocked by 
other departments, causing lost time in 
dispatching police. 


English said the member departments 


will save money "In the long run." They 
were looking at updating their equipment 
anyway, and the number of radio oper- 
ators will be reduced. Currently, Arling- 
ton Heights uses eight operators, Mount 
Prospect and Elk Grove Village each use 
five, for a total of IB operators. Central 
dispatch uses 12 operators, and are paid 
by the member municipalities based on 
population. 


English said the cost per municipality 


.would be reduced even more if other 
area municipalities would come into the 
system. He said at least one more com- 
munity could be handled by central dis- 
patch without increasing the number of 
dispatchers. 


Buffalo Grove police are already look- 


ing favorably on getting in on central 
dispatch. Buffalo Grove Police Chief 
Harry Walsh was a lieutenant with the 
Elk Grove Village Police Department 
during the initial stages of the idea, and 
was in on planning the central dispatch 
system. 


"Central dispatch is a very imagina- 


tive idea," Walsh said. "I think we're a 
progressive enough department to get in 
on the ground floor." 


as Phase II controls would not allow for 
this increase. 


TURNING TO TOE fuel oil problem, 


he said, "Every 24-hour period the fuel 
oil picture gets worse. It has reached a 
serious crisis stage. It was only a minor 
crisis a month ago. As of this morning, 
for example," Hugo said Monday, "some 
area major oil company distributors are 
notifying their customers that they are 
being put on allocation basis. 


"This is when it begins hitting John Q. 


Public," Hugo continued. "When he 
starts getting more concerned is when he 
calls up and asks for 400 gallons of oil 
and only gets 200 gallons." 


The heating oil shortage is moving 


closer to home, he said. About 25 schools 
in Rockford, and two hospitals arc 
among those affected by a Kclley-Wil- 
liamson Oil Co. announcement last 
Thursday that it has exhausted its supply 
of heating oil for many Rockford area 
customers. 


Fuel oil price relief is needed to assist 


in gaining added supplies said Hugo. 
Previous attempts to raise fuel oil prices 
have been denied by the Price Commis- 
sion. This could hi turn take the pressure 
off gasoline supplies, he said. If the pet- 
roleum industry is not able to increase 
the output of gasoline supplies, Hugo pre- 
dicts a severe crisis could develop within 
two to three months. 


WAYNE PARTHUN. managing direc- 


tor of the Oil Heat Marketers Association 
in Chicago, also noted the heating oil 
shortage and gasoline shortage, but said 
there is no definite indication that prices 
in either market will rise significantly in 
the near future. 


"We don't talk of a shortage. We talk 


of a tight situation," said Parthun. 
"From a canvass of our own members 
we find there is an adequate supply. We 
don't foresee any shortage in the near 


future." 


Fuel oil supplies at the beginning of 


the current heating season were at least 
as good as the previous year, he said. 
But a combination of cold weather and 
increased demand has created a short- 
age. Since the beating season began last 
September, the Chicago area has experi- 
enced 48 per cent colder weather than 
the previous season, in terms of degree 
da\s. Degree days are a measure of the 
difference between the actual recorded 
temperature and an average tempera- 
ture. 


Heavier demand for fuel oil results 


from the large numbers of industrial and 
other large users being cut off by the 
natural gas companies, Parthun contin- 
ued, in addition to users making the 
transition from coal to oil as an energy 
supply for environmental reasons. No 
major allocations of heating oil are being 
cut off in the Chicago metropolitan area 
yet, he said.

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Walker Inaugurated, Promises 'People Government9

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. - Standing be- 


torn the lUtue of Abraham Lincoln at 
the east entrance of the state Capitol, 
Gov. Daniel Walker of Deerfleld yester- 
day promised the people of Illinois a new 
era of government of the people, by the 
people and for the people. 


In a 20-minute Inaugural address, the 


new governor elicited his most enthusias- 
tic applause when he pronounced: 


"To those who have grown rich on the 


public dollar, to those who nave won se- 


cret grants and contracts, to those £n 
government who put themselves first and 
the taxpayers second — to you I bring 
my first message from the people of Illi- 
nois: the free ride is over." 


WALKER declared that he would use 


his new executive power as governor of 
Illinois, without awaiting legislative ac- 
tion, to end practices which he considers 
detrimental to the interest of the people. 


Only twice at other times did the in- 


augural audience, estimated at some 
10,000 persons, interrupt the new gover- 
nor's remarks. 


Both times their response was 


prompted by anti-government remarks. 


After referring to what he called "loss 


of faith" because of dependence on bu- 
reaucrats ,and politicians, Walker de- 
clared, "Let govement step back, let 
people step forward." That statement 
brought the first display of emotion from 
the crowd. 


The audience was again moved to ap- 


plause when Walker declared, "My deep- 
est resolve as governor of Illinois will be 
to sweep the arrogance of bureaucracy 
from the halls of power, to let the voice 


of people be heard once again." 


In order to carry out this program, 


Walker again promised to hold periodic 
"accountability sessions" throughout the 
state at which all citizens may have ac- 
cess to him and key members of his ad- 
ministration. 


WALKER WAS inaugurated in the first 


outdoor ceremony in the state's history. 
Joining him on the platform were three 
former governors — Democrats William 
G. Stratton and Samuel S. Shapiro, and 
Walker's immediate predecessor, Re- 
publican Richard B. Ogllvie. 


Other luminaries on the platform In- 


cluded Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
referred to in introductory remarks by 
eyery speaker except Walker, and U. S. 
Sen. Adlal Stevenson. Conspicuously ab- 
sent from the inaugural ceremonies were 
Republican U. S. Sen. Charles H. Percy 
and outgoing Lt Gov. Paul Simon, whom 
Walker defeated for the Democratic 
Domination for governor. ' 


The outdoor ceremony apparently ful-' 


filled the hopes of Walker aides for a 
public display of affection for the new

Though ice facilities throughout tho 


area are known to be money-making 
businesses, some people are concerned 
about building them with revenue bonds. 
Some opponents of tho idea say that the 
facility wouldn't produce enough money 
during tho first few years of operation to 
pay off the obligation. 


THOMAS THORNTON, director of 


parks and recreation, says that building 
an ico facility with revenue bonds has 
definite possibilities. 


"There are park districts in the area 


which have been successful building an 
ice facility with revenue bonds," said 
Thornton. "There is a financial expert 
that I know of who is Interested in talk- 
Ing about the situation with us." 


Park Board member Kay Midler says 


the is wlllirig to listen to the presenta- 
tion. Other board members could not be 


reached for comment yesterday. 


During the past year, pork district citi-

Area Reserve 
Blood Supply 
Dwindling

While the serious blood shortage affect- 


ing metropolitan Chicago has not yet hit 
the Northwest suburbs, area hospitals 
are reporting a general depletion of their 
blood reserves. The hospitals, however, 
have not yet had to limit the use of their 
blood to emergencies. 


Jack Ryon, a spokesman for Northwest 


Community Hospital In Arlinton Heights, 
said that the Northwest suburbs are usual 
ly considered a blood supply area .He 
said it is therefore normal that the down- 
town "consumer" 
area would show 


shortages first. 


According to Roger Sullivan, director 


of the Beverly Blood Bank, the blood 
banks are the first places to feel the im- 
pact of a-blood shortage. Sullivan said, 
that Monday morning Beverly did not 
have one pint of blood In Its reserves. 


"We feel it first, and then the hospitals 


pick j( up," he said. "It's sort of like a 
chain reaction. 'As it's felt In the city, it 
will move to the suburban area next 
Once our inventories are depleted, then 
hospital supplies will be In a dangerous 
position within the next few days." 


Robert Kilbride, spokesman for the 


Mid-America Chapter .of the American 
Red Cross, called the shortage "pre- 
dictable and predicted." He said the ma- 
jor cause of'the shortage was the new 
law barring the use of paid blood donors. 


KILBRIDE SAID the shortage is cur- 


rently being felt because "every year 
there's a fall-off in blood 
donations 


around the Christmas and New Year 
holidays." He said blood is usable for 
only 21 days and that it is now approxi- 
mately 21 days since the beginning of the 
holiday season. 


According to Sullivan, blood shortages 


have occurred in January before. "It's 
more pronounced now because we're op- 
erating on a 100 per cent volunteer 
basis," he said. He explained that while 
volunteer donations have increased, they 
have not been sufficient to handle the de- 
mand. 


Sullivan said the first effect of a blood 


shortage is the cancellation of elective 
surgery because of its drain on the blood 
supply. While several Chicago hospitals 
have postponed nonemergency surgery, 
none of the Northwest suburban hospitals 
has been forced to do so. 


The hospitals are, however, seeking do-

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Murderer Caught In Des Plaines After Fleeing Prison

A conylcted murderer who had es- 


caped from Statevlllc prison in Jolict by 
hiding in a delivery truck was captured 
two hours later yesterday In Des Plaines. 


Walter McCalvIn, serving 75 to 12S 


years for murder and eight consecutive 
15 to 30 year terms for armed robbery, 
was apprehended during a manhunt by 
Patrolman Ronald Adams as McCalvIn 
was running toward the Northwest Toll- 
way east of Mount Prospect Road. 


According to police, McCalvin was one 


of several Inmates who helped unload the 
delivery truck at the Illinois State Prison 


general store in Joliet. 


POLICE SAID after the truck was emp. 


tied McCalvin Jumped in the rear of the 
semi-trailer and hid beneath a stack of 
pallets. 


According to the truck driver, Albert 


W. Stiles, 43, of East Peoria, two guards 
at the state prison checked the inside of 
the truck before it left the prison com- 
pound but' missed the convict, who 
apparently had hidden under some load- 
ing pallets. 


Stiles arrived at the next stop on his 


route, Bakellne Products, 1701 Winthrop, 
Des Plaines, about 12:50 p.m. When he 


opened the rear door, McCalvin jumped 
out of the truck and forced him inside. 


McCalvin then locked the door, and 


fled on foot. 


STILES SAID he yelled for help and 


was let out of the truck by a loading 
dock worker. 


McCalvin was- caught by Adams 20 


minutes later about a quarter mile from 
Bakellne Products. 


Adams told the Herald he was driving 


northbound on Mount Prospect Road 
south of the Chicago & North Western 
Railway outer belt tracks when he saw 
McCalvIn walking on the railroad tracks. 


Adams said McCalvin started running 


up a grassy hill towards the tollway but 
stopped when the police officer fired a 
warning shot He did not resist arrest 


A prison knife with an eight-inch blade 


was found in McCalvin's jacket pocket. 
Stiles and police said the escapee never 
displayed the weapon. 


According to Chicago police Area 2 


homicide, McCalvih was arrested in 1970 
after he raped the wife of the manager of 
the Bellcrest Hotel, 6930 S. Shore Dr., 
Chicago, during an armed robbery. 


CHICAGO POLICE said McCalvin and 


an accomplice, Frank Morgan, now 
serving a 100 to 199-year term in State-' 
ville for the crime, shotgunned to death 
Hobart Scott of Detroit, Mich., a patron 
in the hotel lounge at the time ot the rob- 
bery. 


Warden John Toomey of Stateville 


prison told the Herald McCalvin was the 
fifth convict to escape from Stateville 
prison hi the last 20 years. Toomey said 
the last escape was in the fall of 1971. 
McCalvin has been an inmate at State- 
ville since March 26, 1971, according to 
Toomey.

Three area police departments will in- 


augurate the use of central radio dis- 
patch this week the culmination of an 
idea that was originated nearly four 
years ago. 


Under central dispatch, one radio room 


— located in Arlington Heights — will be 
used to take calls and dispatch'police for 
Arlington Heights, Elk Grove and Mount 
Prospect. And there are hopes that Buf- 
falo Grove may soon get in on the action. 


When central dispatch goes Into oper- 


ation, residents of the member munici- 
palities will still dial the same telephone 
number as always to reach their police 
departments. But the call will be picked 
up at central dispatch in Arlington 
Heights, and police on the caller's beat 
will be radioed from there. 


FOR THE PAST four months, 12 radio 


operators have been studying the beat, 
structures In the three municipalities, 
readying themselves for the start of the 
central dispatch program. 


The idea for a central dispatch pro- 


gram* in this area was originated in 1969 
by Police Chiefs L. W. Caldcrwood, Ar- 
lington Heights; • Harry Jenkins, Elk 
Grove Village; and Cy Campbell, then 
chief in Rolling Meadows. 


The three thought there was a need for 


improved radio communication in this 
area, said Capt. Maury English, Arling- 
ton Heights police. Radio frequencies al- 
loted to police departments by the FCC 
had become too crowded, causing sepa- 
rate police radio dispatchers to interfere 
with communications of other depart- 
ments, English said. 


The chiefs examined studies made of 


radio frequency allocations in the Chi- 
cago area and had another study made 
by the' Illinois Institute of Technology 
(I1T) to determine if central dispatch 
would be feasible here, English said. 


Some problems came up. IIT surveyed 


seven or eight area police departments, 
but most said they didn't want in,on the 
program. They just didn't see the bene- 
fit, English said. And about the same 
time Lewis Case replaced Campbell as 
Rolling Meadows police chief, that city 
got new radio equipment of its own. Roll- 
ing Meadows was out. 


BUT MOUNT PROSPECT was looking 


at a new radio system and expressed in- 
terest in the central dispatch idea, Eng- 
lish said. Officials there took a trip to 
Muskegon, Mich.,-a city that is part of 
central dispatch program. Mount Pros- 
pect officials were impressed, just as 
had been those in Arlington Heights and 
Elk Grove Village, English said.

Seven months later, the application was • 
approved and the grant came through 
the Illinois Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion (ILEC). 


The grant is for some $700,000 and in- 


cludes funds for equipment and operation 
of the system. Member municipalities 
provide in-kind services — planning, set- 
ting up, operators and training, English 
said. 


In December, 1971, bids were let for 


the equipment and engineering studies 
were begun, English said.. It was hoped 
that central dispatch would become a 
reality in this area by last August, but 
FCC frequency changes, a need to test 
for the best location of the radio room 
and late equipment delivery stalled im- 
plementation.

Central dispatch was supposed to start 


last week, but last-minute problems with 
the antenna caused another delay. But 
English said that all that is needed is 
antenna adjustment so that all areas in 
the central dispatch project will be* cov- 
ered. He said barring any further prob-' 
lems, the system will be operational lat- 
er this week.

ENGLISH SAID he sees many benefits 


in the new system over the old. 


Each police officer will carry a person- 


al radio with him at all times, so that he 
can be reached wherever he may be. 
English said this system has proved else- 
where to aid apprehension of suspects in 
crime and to get help faster for an offi- 
cer in trouble. 


Central dispatch should reduce the 


amount of radio traffic, as well, he said. 
He explained that this is important so 
that radio transmission isn't blocked by 
other departments, causing lost time In 
dispatching police. 


English said the member departments 


will save money "in the long run." They 
were looking at updating their equipment 
anyway, and the number of radio oper- 
ators will be reduced. Currently, Arling- 
ton Heights uses eight operators, Mount 
Prospect and Elk Grove Village each use 
five, for a total of 18 operators. Central 
dispatch uses 12 operators, and are paid 
by the member municipalities based on 
population. 


English said the. cost per municipality 


would be reduced even more if other 
area municipalities would come into the 
system. He said at least one more com- 
munity could be handled by central dis- 
'patch without increasing the number of 
dispatchers. 


Buffalo Grove police are already look- 


ing favorably on getting in on central 
dispatch. Buffalo Grove Police Chief 
Harry Walsh was a lieutenant with the 
Elk Grove Village Police Department 
during the initial stages of the idea, and 
was in on planning the central dispatch 
system.

"Central dispatch is a very imagina- 


tive idea," Walsh said. "I think we're a 
progressive enough department to get in 
on the ground floor."

Gasoline Price Predicted To Reach 50 Cents Per Gallon 


Gasoline retailers in the Chicago met- 


ropolitan area have woeful newi (or mo- 
torists, especially those driving late-mod- • 
el gas eaters. They predict prices for 
regular gasoline will climb to SO cents a 
gallon. If not rithin the next few months 
(hen at least by year-end. 


Although these dealer representatives 


agree with oil industry experts that the 
shortage of all petroleum products is be- 
coming more severe, in the Midwest, the 
prediction of higher pump prices is not 
universal. Expecting SO cents for regular 
gasoline is "a lot of baloney," the oil In- 
dustry people contend. They add that 
Phase 11 regulations will keep the lid on 
prices. 


"I believe Chicago area motorists will 


be paying SO cents a gallon for (regular) 
gasoline In the next 30 to 90 days," said 
Robert Jacobs, executive director of the 
Illinois Gasoline Dealers Association. 


"But the retailer has never had anything • 
to say about the price of his gasoline." 
• • A SHORTAGE of supply is causing the 
pressure for higher pump prices, accord- 
ing to Jacobs. "We've bad some dealers 
run out of supplies," he said. The associ- 
ation asks its dealers to call in for help if 
they arc cut. off by their jobber (sup- 
plier). 
. . . . . . 


As of this week the dealer group is 


able to gain partial supplies for dealers 
cut off by their .suppliers. Jacobs' be- 
lieves the critical period within the Chi- 
cago metropolitan area will occur within 
four to six weeks, however, as the short- 
age in gas becomes more widespread. 


"It's the same crisis as in the heating 


oil business" he continued. "Since fuel oil 
Is In critically short supply, the refi- 
neries are turning out added supplies of 
heating oil and in turn producing less 
gasoline. 


"We have no control over our destiny 


when it comes to prices. No matter what 
price they''pay, motorists should be 
grateful for the supply," he added. 
' 


JACOBS SAID new autos generally get 


less mileage per gallon as a result of 
pollution control systems added on late 
models. This is increasing gasoline con- 
sumption at a period when the supply is 
short. 


E. G. Albano, executive officer of the 


Gasoline Retailers Association of Metro- 
politan Chicago, seconds the prediction 
that prices will rise significantly as a re- 
sult of tight supply. Pump prices finally 
made it up to "normal" levels, he said, 
at 40.9 cents a gallon for regular gasoline 
in many areas. 


This follows a continuing series of 


price wars in which pump prices were 
slashed below this level. "But by the end 
of the year we could see a price of SO 


cents a gallon for regular gasoline," Al- 
bano said. 


Major oil companies supply their own 


dealers first, leaving independent gaso- 
line dealers out in the cold during a sup- 
ply shortage, according to Albano. He 
said there are many area'independents 
who have been cut off by their regular 
suppliers. Some Independents shut down 
on weekends because of the pinch. Al- 
bano sees the supply shortage as a move 
by major oil companies to squeeze out 
independent dealers. 


Most oil industry experts are waiting 


to solve'the heating (number two) oil 
problem before they consider a way out 
of the less serious gasoline • shortage, 
counters Herbert Hugo. He is Midwest 
bureau chief for Plait's Oilgram, a daily 
petroleum industry publication. And the 
prediction of 50 cents a gallon for regular

Residents Buying Flood Insurance 


by NANCY COWGER 


Residents of the Northwest suburbs are 


beginning to take advantage of federally 
subsidized 
flood insurance, although 


sales still are low. 


James Rclchardt, of the Illinois De- 


partment of Local Governmental Affairs, 
directing the program, said "there has 
been root growth" In the program's use. 
Purchases of the policy are "really be- 
ginning to pick up," he added. 


Under the federal subsidy, a home- 


owner can purchase up to $17,500 of 
home coverage for between WO and $70, 
said Charles Drazolton, an agent for 
State Farm Fire and Casualty Co., ser- 
vice representative for this area. Without 
federal subsidies, said Rclchardt, the In- 
surance would cost 10 times that much,. 
since the subsidy is 00 per cent of the 
premium cost. 
. 


More important, said Rclchardt, is the 


fact flood insurance cannot be legally re- 
fused in an area approved for the federal 
program. Homeowners with an experi- 
ence of flooding three or four times a 


year likely could not find a company 
willing to sell them flood insurance, with- 
out the federal subsidies, said Rclchardt. 
With them, the homeowner can purchase 
the insurance and collect on-claims ev- 
ery time he Is flooded. 


The program also provides for up to 


)S,000 insurance on the contents of a 
home, and this provision Is available to 
home or apartment renters, as well as to 
homeowners, said Brazelton. '• 
' 
ALTHOUGH THE insurance is avail- 


able In most Northwest suburban com- 
munities, a few still have not applied. 
Rolling Meadows, Inverness, the Bar- 
rlngton communities, Strcamwood and 
Bartlctt do not yet. participate. Also, 
while Cook County has applied for ac- 
'.ceptance In-the program, it has not yet 
been approved, ,said • Reichardt. The 
county application was incomplete, and 
county officials still must complete "a 
.couple of the necessary steps," he said. 
Until the county Is approved, residents of 
unincorporated areas cannot purchase 
the insurance at subsidized rates. 


Noting "it takes a while for something • 


like this to get off the 
ground," 


Reichardt said he was "not discouraged"', 
by the number of policies which have 
been purchased. "The most important' 
thing at this point in an eligible commu- 
nity is It's just a matter of the individual 
homeowner deciding whether to buy it. 
It's an Individual people decision — the 
local governments have taken the neces- 
sary steps. They've taken the action nec- 
essary to make it available to the 
people," Rclchardt said. 


A homeowner may purchase the insur- 


ance anytime after the community has 
been approved for the subsidy, as long as 
the community renews its eligibility each 
year, Reichardt said. Brazelton pointed 
out persons buying within the first 30 
days after a community is approved can 
, receive immediate coverage. After the 30 
days, there is a 15-day waiting period be- 
tween receipt of the policy and the time 
coverage starts, he.said. The only com-' 
munity in the area approved less than 30 
days ago is Wheeling, which officially

Walker Inaugurated, Promises 'People Government9

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. - Standing be- 


fore the lUtue of Abraham Lincoln at 
the east entrance of the Hate Capitol, 
Gov. Daniel Walker of Deerflctd yester- 
day promised the people of Illinois a new 
era or government of the people, by the 
people and (or the people. 


In a 20-mlnute inaugural address, the 


new governor elicited his most enthusias- 
tic applause when ha pronounced: 


"To those who have grown rich on the 


public dollar, to those who have won se- 


cret grants and contracts, to those in 
government who put themselves first and 
the taxpayers second — to you I bring 
my first message from the people of Illi- 
nois: the free ride is over." 


WALKER declared that he would use 


his new executive power as governor of 
Illinois, without awaiting legislative ac- 
tion, to end practices which be considers 
detrimental to the interest of the people. 


Only twice at other times did the In- 


augural audience, estimated at some 
10,000 persons, interrupt the new gover- 
nor's remarks. 


Both times their response was 


prompted by anti-government remarks. 


After referring to what he called "loss 


of .faith" because of dependence on bu- 
reaucrats and politicians, Walker de- 
clared, "Let governent step back, let 
people step forward." That statement 
brought the first display of emotion from 
the crowd. 


The audience was again moved to ap- 


plause when Walker declared, "My deep- 
est resolve as governor of Illinois will be 
to sweep the arrogance of bureaucracy 
from the halls of power, to let the voice 


of people be heard once again." 


In order to carry out this program, 


Walker again promised to hold periodic 
"accountability sessions" throughout the 
state, at which all citizens may have ac- 
cess to him and key members of his ad- 
ministration. 
. WALKER WAS inaugurated in the first 
outdoor ceremony in the state's history. 
Joining him on the platform were three 
former governors — Democrats William 
G. Stratton and Samuel S. Shapiro, and 
Walker's immediate predecessor, Re- 
publican Richard B. Ogllvle. 


Other luminaries on the platform in- 


cluded Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley, 
referred to in introductory remarks by 
every speaker except Walker, and U. S. 
Sen. Adlai Stevenson. Conspicuously ab- 
sent from the inaugural ceremonies were 
Republican U. S. Sen. Charles H. Percy 
and outgoing LI Gov. Paul Simon, whom 
Walker defeated for the Democratic 
nomination for governor. 


The outdoor ceremony apparently ful- 


filled the hopes of Walker aides for a 
public display of affection for the new

Surrenders To Police Without Struggle

A convicted murderer who had es-

Walter McCalvln, serving 75 to 125 


years for murder and eight consecutive 
15 to 30 year terms for armed robbery, 
was apprehended during a manhunt by 
Patrolman Ronald Adams as McCalvln 
was running toward the Northwest Toll- 
way east of Mount Prospect Road. 


According to police, McCalvin was one 


of several Inmates who helped unload the 
delivery truck at the Illinois State Prison 
general store In Jollct. 


POLICE SAID after the truck was emp. 


tied McCalvln jumped in the rear of the 
semi-trailer and hid beneath a stack of 
pallets. 


According to the truck driver, Albert 


W. SUles, 43, of East Pcoria, two guards 
at the state prison checked the inside of 
the truck before It left the prison com* 
pound but missed the convict, who 


apparently had hidden under some load- 
ing pallets. 


Stiles arrived at the next stop on his 


route, Bakcllne Products, 1701 Winthrop, 
DCS Plnincs, about 12:50 p.m. When he 
opened the rear door, McCalvln jumped 
out of the truck and forced him inside. 


McCalvin then locked the door, and 


fled on foot. 


STILES SAID he yelled for help and

nessee has been sentenced to two to five 
years in prison for aggravated battery 
charge in the beating of his 6-year-old 
stepson.

Rd., was sentenced Thursday by Judge 


Fred G. Suria of the Cook County Circuit 
Court 


LaChance was arrested March 30,1972, 


after his wife, Donna, told police her hus- 
band hit their son with a belt on the face, 
back and buttocks, struck him in the 
face with a shoe and forced the child to 
sit in a hot frying pan. 


S u b s e q u e n t investigation by Des 


Plaines police turned up evidence that 
LaChance killed the couple's 8-year-old 
daughter, who had been missing since 
January, 1972. • 


After lengthy interrogation, police said 


LaChance admitted killing his daughter.

girl's body. He was later indicted for 
murder by a Tennessee grand jury. 


Assistant State's Atty. James Gieracn 


said Friday that regardless of the out- 
come of the case against LaChance In 
Tennessee, he still will be required to 
serve the aggravated battery sentence in 
Illinois. 
Des Plaines police say there are war- 


rants from Tennessee on murder charges 
for both LaChance and his wife.

NEW YORK - Junior High 33 in the 


Bedford-Stuyvesant Mctlon of Brooklyn 
is not the Uttle red schoolhouse. It Is a 
combustion chamber of double-locked 
doon, caged windows, policemen on 
duty, students who conceal straight ra- 
zors in their pencil pockets - and teach- 
ers who are employed In fear. 


So it is that Jeffrey Zahler, a 25-year- 


old mathematics Instructor, walks into a 
hallway argument here and finds himself 
very much a part of the quarrel. Two 14- 
year-old girls are brawling. A crowd 
gathers for the spectacle. When teacher 
Zahler moves to break It up, somebody 
yells "Let 'em fight," somebody else 
starts to push and shove, and Zahler 
winds up with a 24-Inch stab wound in 
the leg. 


The Incident 
elsewhere—In 
places 


where schools are named after presi- 
dents and students use knives only In 
biology dissections — would be cause for 
outrage and Investigation. But here In 
the urban center, the ghetto vanity, vio- 
lence has become to routine that another 
stabbing, or rape, or whatever, passes 
without a note. 


Says Jeff Zahler, bitterly: "It's all part 


of the, uh, job." 


Ulf. INDEED It Is. In New York City 


schools during one year, 1071, there were 
nearly 600 reported cases of criminal vio- 
lence, 197 arrests. Zahler says there are 
"two or three" incidents every day at 
Junior High 35 alone. Cltywide, women 
teachers are molested, classrooms rob- 
bed at gunpoint and both teachers and 
students wind up bleeding in hospital 
wards. 


New York schools, moreover, are not 


unique in this respect. The growth of stu- 
dent gangs in Los Angeles has caused 
some teachers to carry (illegally) self- 
protcctlon" pistols. Teachers in some 
sections of Chicago report that they have 
formed car pools become "we're afraid 
to come and go alone." In Newark, N.J.,' 
a first-year administrator says: "I used 
to have ail the idealism in the world. But 
three months in this job and I'm an ani- 
mal like everybody else. I don't mind 
saying that I try to stay away from stu- 
dents as much as possible. Survival is 
the word." 


Survival? Among teenage kids? The 


word may be an exaggeration, but the 
nervousness behind It is not. "Many 
core-city teachers today are afraid to go 
to work," says o spokesman for New 
York's United Federation of Teachers. 
"Now maybe they don't get murdered — 
but they get beat up, they get robbed, 
they are threatened. These ore'educa- 
tors, not cops, not soldiers. I tell you it's 
hell in schools today." 


JUNIOR HIGH 3S, for example. Lo- 


cated square in the slum, it has been 
described as a "functioning disaster 
area." Actually, It's not all that bad. In 
fact it's one of the better, evert safer, 
and. well, smarter schools In the Bed- 
ford-Stuyvcsant district. 
; 


"Kids here aren't so much on dope ' 


yet," says teacher Zahler. Also; they 
don't carry around firearms to the extent 
students do in other schools. Finally, 
says Zahler: "About 24 per cent of our 
1,800 students are on or above the nor- 
mal reading level for their grade. That's' 
pretty good in this area. We may have a 
doicn kids functionally illiterate — but 
again, that's not bad for the neighbor- 
hood." 


Yet being the-best of a low lot is no 


cause for Ughtheartcdncss at Junior High 
35. The difference in the degree of crimi- 
nal potential Is slight. Guards at the 
school entrance sign everybody in and 
out, a huge city policeman patrols the 


' halls, teachers often lock their doors dur- 


ing class — still there is danger: The 
track coach, as Illustration, has asked, 
permission to run his boys in the third 
floor hallways because It's not safe to let 
them condition themselves outdoors. 


A teacher is thrown down a flight of' 


stairs. A woman in a rabbit coat Is ap- 
proached by kids wanting to "feel your 
fur, baby." Shakedowns. Extortions. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Would it be possible 


for you to tell me the effect water pills 
will have on one's general-health. I re- 
tain water. My left leg and both ankles 
swell badly. I have lost 23 pounds, and 
my body also is retaining water. I take 
water pills and alternate them with a 
supplement of potassium. 


My family says it will make a mental 


case out of me and kill me. They think 
the doctor should know or Find out why I 
retain water. My kidneys and heart are 
fine. Is there any other test I should 
have? 


I am 47 years old and going through 


the change. I also take medication for 
this. Perhaps I should not expect you to 
comment or help, but I hate the idea of 
changing doctors, and they are really 
putting pressure on me to do so. 


Dear Reader—I suspect your doctor al- 


ready knows why you retain fluid. It's 
fairly common during the change to have 
this problem, and the hormones some- 
times given to help women through this 
period of life cause the body to retain 
salt (sodium) which in turn causes the 
body to retain water. 


Your doctor also knows, apparently 


from your statement, that your kidneys 


and heart are fine, which would be two 
of the serious problems that might cause 
fluid retention. He undoubtedly also 
knows from his examinations of you that 
your liver is functioning normally which 
might also be a consideration. 


It sounds to me like your doctor knows 


what he is doing and merely changing 
doctors wouldn't really help. Ask your 
doctor why you retain fluid and see if he 
tells you it is because of the change of 
life and the treatment. If you are wor- 
ried about the rest of your health, you 
should ask him. He may well think- that 
you already know this is a common prob- 
lem with the change of life.

HERE IS AN item that ought to be of 


interest to all of you people who have 
arthritis involving the hands. A specialist 
in arthritis, Dr. George E. Ehrlich of 
Philadelphia, and a collaborator, I?r. Al- 
fred M. DiPiero, were intrigued by a 
patient's report that if she wore stretch 
gloves to bed at night It prevented the 
morning stiffness that she had experi- 
enced. 


They devised a test,using two types of 


gloves nylon knit gloves or Spandcx and 
nylon gloves. Almost all of the patients 


using these had a significant decrease in 
morning stiffness. The doctors say they 
don't know why It works. It's apparently 
more than Just a question of heat sine* 
wearing cotton gloves didn't do the same 
thing. 


This last item interested me because 


many of the readers who have had leg 
cramps reported to me a year ago that 
they received a lot of benefit by wearing 
warm stockings to bed or using heat with 
a warm blanket or other devices that de- 
pended on keeping their feet warm dur- 
ing the night In any case, this'is good 
news and it's such a simple thing that 
it's worth trying. 


I'd be interested In knowing how many 


readers with morning stiffness of the 
hands from arthritis get relief from 
wearing stretch gloves to bed at night, so 
I would like to hear from all of you who 
try this procedure. If you write about it, 
let me know whether you used the nylon 
knit gloves or the Spandex and nylon 
gloves. If some of you try cotton gloves 
to see if just keeping the hands warm 
helps, I'd like to hear about that too.

THE SITUATION has resulted ' in 


breakdown for all sides. The students 
(who are the chief victims of school vio- 
lence) fall-to learn; teacher Zahler soys 
only 35-50 per cent of his homework as- 
signments are completed. And the teach- 
ers fall to teach; the annual turnover 
rate at Junior High 35 is as high as 30 
per cent, absenteeism runs 12 to 20 a 
day. ("Everybody, but everybody, takes 
their allotted 10-day sick leave"), and 
even when the classes are In progress 
the curriculum Is altered for expedience 
sake. 


What can be done? The suggestion box 


Is open. Police guards don't work (the 
teacher lounge, where the cops rest, is 
vandalized regularly). Normal authority 
is Ineffective ("If you tell them to sit 
down, they stand up, If you say stand up 
they sit down"). Seeking parental help Is 
too often a joke: "I brought in one fa- 
ther," says Jeff Znhler, "and he sat 
there telling me how hard he tried, but 
whatever uould he do? It was pathetic. 
The man was so drunk he could hardly 
talk}" , 


Occasionally, teachers .here and else- 


where take the solutlonjinto their own 
hands.. The other day a 'Junior High 35 
instructor became so frustrated with one 
girl Interrupting his class, he slapped her 
on the arm. But that doesn't work either. 
The girl's mother complained and the in- 
structor now faces the loss of his'job. 
Violence in this respect, teacher to pupil, 
is still cause for outrage in city schools.

Nader Research Group 
Protests Pill Dispensing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A Ralph Na- 


der research group says women students 
at many universities are being used as 
guinea pigs for a "mornlng-nftcr-pill" to 
prevent pregnancy despite "strong evi- 
dence" that It causes cancer. 


Dr. Sidney M. Wolfe, director of the 


Health Research Group, based here, said 
In a letter to the National Student Associ- 
ation (NSA) that the drug, called, dicthyl 
stilbcjtrot (DES) Is given to coeds "with- 
out even the most rudimentary obser- 
vance of professional standards and in- 
formed consent." 


The organization also sent letters and • 


copies of Its report on DES to the Food 
and Drug Administration and the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, one of the colleges said 
to be dispensing the pill through Its 
health service. 


The group said DES is being used to 


prevent pregnancy following Intercourse. 
In the 1940s and 1950s It was given to 
tens of thousands of women as an agent 
to prevent miscarriage. The group said 
100 daughters of these women treated 
yean ago are known to have developed 
vaginal cancer. 


WOLFE ASKED Robben W. Fleming, 


' president of the University of Michigan, 
to replace controls on "the use of uriap- 
proved drugs at the health service." He 
said "experiments on students should be 
conducted only with-the close supervision 
of an Institutional review committee." 


He urged Food and Drug Commission- 


er Charles C. Edwards to place controls 
on DES. Asked about the report, an FDA 
spokesman, Jack Wladen, said the agen- 
cy was investigating the safety of DES. 


"There Is strong evidence,that DES 


causes cancer," Wolfe said in his letter 
to the university. Wolfe wrote Edwards 
that "rapid action needs to be taken to' 
avert — If It Is not'already too late — a 
possible second cancer epidemic from 
DES." 


In his letter to NSA, Wolfe said, women 


at the University of Michigan are given' 
DES "without being warned of the long- 
range risks to health." He said the 
Health Service there "does no follow-up 
of the women once the pill is given, even 
to find out whether;pregnancies oc- 
curred." -v .

Southern drawl and quiet voice, Fran 
bristles with anger as she relates what 
she has learned in several years of vis-

"Would you like to hear the hassle you 


have to go through just to visit some- 
one," she asks. "They unlock a door, you 
go in and sign in. Then you are frisked 
and everything is searched. You go 
through another locked door and tell 
them who you want to see. .You have to 
tell his number . . . he doesn't have a 
name to them, just a number. 


"THEN YOU WAIT for 15 minutes to 


an hour until they find him. He goes to a 
visiting room and you have your hand 
stamped, go through two more locked 
doors,, and sit across from him with a 
glass partition between you. The guards 
stand there and listen and watch while 
you hear of the things that go on in 
there."

Fran believes there Is a big gap be- 


tween what is written in pamphlets about 


changes being made in Illinois prisons 
and what actually happens. 


' "Prison is a terrible, dehumanizing ex- 
perience of human life..Most guards are 
incompetent, uneducated, and have no 
training In psychology, sensitivity or 
criminology. For most it is the first time 
they've been given any power," she said. 
''A lot of times a prisoner is put In a hole 
(in ' solitary) ; because something hap- 
pened t between them and the guards 
without even.being given a bearing. 
When a person is put behind bars due 
process of law comes to a grinding halt" 


AS SHE CONTINUES she sits forward 


in her chair, wrinkles line her brow and 
her hands toy with her glass case. "Pris- 
oners are supposed to have certain 
rights,.like freedom of expression, the 
exercise of religion, no restrictions or 
censorship of mail and open, contact vis- 
Its. Those rights are a part of the new 
rules and regulations of the Department 
of Corrections which was signed into law 
by Governor Ogilvie., 
. 


"But 
they don't receive those rights," 


she adds. "Every letter. Is censored — 
both those going In and coming out. You 
have to go through a lot of red tape to 
get to visit someone, to be put on their 
okayed list' of visitors. And often if a 
prisoner complains to someone else 
about an injustice he is punished by the 
guards."

Fran's enthusiasm is tinged with bit- 


terness. She is dismayed by those who 
feel she, her group and other prison re- 
form organizations want only to "get the 
prisoners out." "It is one thing to pay a 
fine or pay the penalty and another thing 
to use punitive measure. They've got to 
remember that these convicts will be-out 
In a few years.

"WHAT WE'RE TRYING to do is pre- 


pare the prisoner for when he gets out, to 
help him find a job or make a new life 
with his family. Punishment is no deter- 
rent to crime. Many prisoners have said 
that the things that were done to them 
while they were in prison have made 
them want to get back at society when 
they finally do get out." 


Fran became involved [n "crusades" 


when Carl became a part of the Method- 
ist Church's/Cabinet, leaving the pulpit 
for several'years. Her strong feelings 
against the war in Vietnam led her to 
become a coordinator of Peace and 
World Affairs Center in Evanston where 
she did draft counseling.

What this war does to young men in this 
country is terrible.", 


Having three sons of draft age at the 


time, Fran empathized with the young 
* men who chose prison to service in Viet- 
nam. PWAC counselors began attending 
trials and followed up with letters and 
visits to conscientious objectors who 
were imprisoned.

"WE FORMED Help for Imprisoned 


War Objectors to raise money, write let- 
ters, visit, get families to'see their sons, 
and help the C.O.s get jobs when they got 
out," Fran said. "This led to our being 
exposed to other prisoners and last year 
we dropped 'imprisoned war objectors' 
from our name and became Help, Inc." 


Help, Inc. is determined to join with 


other prison reform organizations and in- 
form the public of conditions for impris- 
oned men and women. They have pur- 
chased the film "Voices Inside," an NBC 
documentary where prisoners tell what 
it's like to be In prison In America, and 


' show the film for other organizations. 


Help, Inc. members, and ex-offenders 
will speak and answer questions for au- 
diences at no charge. 


The small group, always eager to add 


members, is supporting a move by an- 
other prison reform organization to set 
up a citizen's committee In Illinois which 
would investigate grievances in peniten- 
tiaries.

jobs to secure. Armed with facts, figures 


, and first-hand knowledge, Fran works to-
